living, it has been much easier for these 
soldiers to get accustomed to their new

case With their fathers when they 
in France twenty-four years ago. 

Due to the secrecy surrounding the 
movement of troops, very few people knew 
of their expected arrival. Consequently, 
the welcoming part; small, but it 
made up in enthusiasm what it lacked in 
size. There was 2 short but impressive 
ceremony at the dock when the first trans 
port pulled in and then debarkation 
started. To one group on that dock, the 
sight of boatload after boatload of our 
own men in olive drab and ready to go, 
was a most satisfying sight. And that 
group was a small handful of American 
officers who had been in England for some 
time preparing for their arrival.

function for the British armed services 
as do our post exchanges. It is largely 


staffed by women. This group of girls fed 
all the men as soon as they were disem- 
barked and before they entrained for 
their camps. They proved their efficiency 
by feeding these thousands of troops with 
out delaying a single train. The hot cof 
fee, meat pie, sandwiches and chocolate 
bars made a hit with the men, but so did 
the girls serving them. 

When the troops arrived in camp, they 
found in each area a small detachment 
of British soldiers to act as guides and to 
assist them in getting settled. These de 
tachments included British cooks who 
were there to acquaint our cooks with the 
British army ration. English roast beef 
and Yorkshire pudding made a very good 
start. Whether any mess as yet has had 
that elusive dish, “bubble and squeak,” I 
do not know. The American doughboy and 
the British Tommy have hit it off together 
first rate. They are not only allies in a 
War, but they’ve found in each other good 
solid friends as well, 

Our men are not billeted in farm houses 
ind barns as were so many of our troops 
in France, nor are the y in large camps 
like the ones in the States. The ’y are quar 
tered in small camps well dispersed over 
the countryside. The basic building in 
these camps is the Nisson Hut with which 
our troops first became acquainted in Ice 
land. The Nisson Hut is not very beauti- 


ful, but it is exceedingly practical. The 
‘verage hut is about 36 feet long, 16 feet 
Wide and 12 feet high in the center. The

Navy Reorganization 


The Navy Department announced this 
week that complete command of the 
American Navy in war operations has 
been placed in the hands of Admiral 
Ernest J. King, and that Admiral Harold 
Ib. Stark has been relieved of the post 
of chief of Naval operations. The title of 
chief of operations was combined with 


Admiral King’s current one of Comman 
der-in-Chief of the United States Fleet. 


In response to an executive order 


signed by the President, Admiral King 
has been nominated to be Chief of Naval 
Operations, and Rear Admirals F. J. 
Horne and Russell Willson were nomi 
nated to be vice admirals. 


The Navy’s brief announcement of the 
reorganization stated that Admiral Stark 
had been designated commander of U. S 
Naval Forces operating in European 
waters. Admiral Stark will take a short 
leave of absence and then proceed to 
London, to relieve Vice Adm. Robert L. 
Ghormley, the senior American Naval 
officer in Great Britain who will return 
here. Admiral Ghormley will go to sea 
after a brief tour of duty in Washington 
the Navy’s announcement said. 


While Admiral King will hold dual po 
sitions, he will be assisted by deputies 
who will administer the details of each 
office, leaving him free to plan the broad 
operations of the Navy. 


The Navy’s announcement said that 
“Admiral King’s duties as Chief of Naval 
Operations will be administered by a 
staff of officers under Rear Admiral F. J. 
Hlorne, USN. Admiral Horne became As 
sistant Chief of Naval Operations on 27 
Dec, 1941.” 

Rear Adm. Russell Willson is Chief of 
Staff to Admiral King, a position in 
which he supervises details of operations 
ut sea.

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Full Senate Committee 
Begins Pay Bill Study 


Late Bulletin: 

The Full Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee late yesterday unanimously voted to re- 
port the Inderdepartmental Pay Bill, 8, 2025. 

Senator Johnson, of Colo., Chairman of the 
subcommittee which framed the measure, 
stated that he will seek action by the Senate 
as soon as possible, 

The bill reported by the Full Committee 
differs in only two details from the measure 
as reported by the subcommittee. The full 
committee voted to restere the $.70 subsist- 
ence allowance for officers which was pro- 
posed in the bill as introduced, The subcom- 
mittee recommended the present $.60 rate, The 
full committee also restored the original rent- 
al allowances as recommended. Rental allow- 
ances for officers of second pay period with 
dependents was advanced from $60.00 to $75.00 
a month; allowance of officers of third period 
with dependents was advanced from $80.00 to 
$090.00 a month; and allowance of officers of 
fourth period with dependents was advanced 
from $100.00 to $105.00. The following in- 
creases were voted for officers without de- 
pendents; first period, $40.00 to $45.00 «a 
month; second period, $40.00 to $60.00; third 
period, $60.00 to $75.00; fourth period, $60.00 
to $00.00, and fifth and sixth periods, $80.00 
to $105.00, 

The committee also voted to report the 
bill, 8. 2844, which provides that the limit 
on pay of $21.00 a month for the first four 
months of service will apply to seventh grade 
only.

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Editors Discuss Army y Reorganization, See Indications of Offensive Action 


yOT since 1922, when Gen. John J. Pershing, then Chief of Staff, introduced what 
N military men have long recognized as necessary and progressive changes, has 
the organization of the War Department been greatly altered. That is not until Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, by a sweeping executive order, which became effective Monday, 9 
March, radically changed the organization of the Army to meet the demands of the 
present war. Little wonder then that news editors, recognizing the significance of 
these changes, reflect editorially on the new war-time organization. 

“Formidable Japanese successes and the probability of new German offensives 
in the Spring,” says the Christian Science Monitor, Boston, Mass., “make it impera- 
tive that the United States use its already sizable military machine in the quickest, 
efficient manner. The new set-up will help it to do so. Co-ordination of such 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, and engineers, under one command,” 
“will permit the forging of an integrated fighting machine

demanding changes in America’s outmoded military system, rivalry among branches 
will be eliminated, teamwork between air and ground forces fostered, and well- 
rounded fighting forces created which will be capable of sustained and successful 
counter-offensives against the Axis.” 

Commenting on the reorganization and the division of authority, the Washing 
ton, D. C., Hvening Star says, “One immediate effect of the reorganization will be 
the virtual abolishment of the positions of chief of infantry, chief of artillery and 
the like. The major responsibilities of all these branch commands automatically are 
to be divided among the supreme comimanders of the air and ground forces and of 
the service of supply. And it is to be expected that with the passing of these positions 
much of the bureaucratic conflict, confusion and competition for favored treatment 
which have evoked criticism in the past will have been eliminated also.” The Provi- 
dence, R. L., Journal states, “The radical change comes late, but it is most welcome. 
It compares to recent changes in organization of the Navy command, to give the 
Commander in Chief of the United States Fleet a small, compact staff for planning 
und direction, to free him from duties not connected with planning, strategy, and 
combat, and to speed the work under each staff member.” 

Where the Journal merely compares between Army and Navy changes, the New 
York, N. Y., Zimes observes the military set-up from its most broadest viewpoint 
and says, “It must be noted that the present reorganization applies exclusively to 
the Army. It does not remotely touch the Navy. And this is a deeply basic fault. For 
to this day,” the Vimes stresses further, “the Army and Navy have no joint gen- 
eral staff to direct their combined operations, They have no unity of command ex 
cept to the degree that it is furnished by a Chief Executive who has a thousand 
other heavy burdens. It is high time to create a joint staff, headed by a single re- 
sponsible Chief, charged with the duty of directing, under the President, all military

But the Army Chief of 
Staff, General Marshall, has been close behind him, For the increasingly complicated 
demands of the war have laid in an administrative burden on General Marshall 
which has been clearly beyond the capacity of any soldier, however able.” Concluding 
the Posi says, “It is well to bear this in mind when considering the sweeping reor 
ganization of the War Department which has just been ordered. Instead of the pres 
ent unwieldy general staff, there is to be a small, compact, directing group, headed 
by General Marshall. This is, indeed, the way to get on with the war as General 
Marshall requires.” 

And the meaning “‘the way to get on with the war” is no better illuminated than 
in the Brooklyn, N. Y., Magle which states, “Wars are won by offensive action, and 
it is offensive action that the country demands. Few of us are so naive as to think 
we can set out for Japan tomorrow with a full-fledged invasion force, but the Ameri 
can people would like a few more actions such as the raid on the Marshall and Gil- 
bert Islands to take the sting out of the bad news of constant withdrawals in the 
southwestern Pacific.” To this analysis, the Hagle appends the thought that “The 
Army reorganization seems planned to implement that desire for offensive action.” 

Recognition of the air forces as receiving a position of autonomy which parallels 
that of the ground forces is made by editors, who with almost monotonous repeti- 
tion, applaud the move. Thus, the St. Louis, Mo., Star-Times says, “The most im- 
portant change involved in this shift manifestly is the new dignity and authority 
which heretofore have been only slowly advanced toward a 
rating commensurate with their importance. From a position as a mere ‘corps’—and 
adjunct of an army still functioning on the 1919 model—the air forces now have 
reached a place of equality with the ground forces in toto.” To which’ the Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., Record adds, “The facts of the reorganization will not be so important 
to the public as the fact that increased recognition is given to the importance of the 
aerial branch. It has merited the recognition it is receiving by the part it is playing 
in the war and the role it is plainly designed to fill if the war is to be won.” Reiterates 
the Pittsburgh, Pa., ost Gazette, “The President’s Army shake-up is a victory for

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Japanese Organization 


In Japan the Emperor is the supreme 
nead of the Army and Navy. In him 
js vested the power to appoint the high- 
er military and naval officers to the 
Board of Marshals and Admirals and to 
the Supreme Military Council. These of- 
ficers serve as his advisors in all matters 
concerning the Army and Navy and they 
under his direction very largely control 
the military policy of Japan. 

Under the Emperor are four agencies 
directly responsible only to him. The 
first of these is the Minister of War, ap- 
pointed directly by the Emperor, and, who 
may not be a civilian as in other countries, 
put instead must be a general on the ac- 
tive list. The second is the Chief of Staff 
of the General Staff, the third is the In- 
spectorate of Military Training, and the 
fourth, the Aviation Inspectorate General. 

The Ministry of War, similar in some 
respects to our War Department, is the 
administration, supply and mobilization 
agency of the Army. The Minister of 
War, who is also a member of the Cab- 
inet, serves as the liaison officer between 
the Army and the Japanese parliament 
or Diet. He is appointed directly by the 
Emperor in person and is responsible to 
him in all matters concerning his office. 

The Ministry of War includes the of- 
fices of the Army Medica] School, Army 
Veterinary School, Civil Engineering 
School, the Chief of the Army Air Corps, 
the Army Fortifications Department, 
Military Police Headquarters, and the 
Intendence School. All of these offices 
are headed by a chief who reports to the 
Minister of War. 

The General Staff comprises six sep- 
arate sections which are responsible for 
war plans, operations, intelligence, top- 
ographical material, historical material, 
and transport. The General Staff is 
charged with the preparation of plans 
for war, the movement of troops, plan- 
ning and conduct of Army maneuvers, 
formulation and control of field service 
regulations, compilation of maps and mil- 
itary histories. It also supervises the 
General Staff College, which has some at- 
tributes of our Army War College. The 
Chief of Staff, as stated before, is ap- 
pointed by the Emperor, and his princi- 
pal duties are supervision of training of 
troops and employment of the combined 
arms. 

The Inspectorate of Military Training 
consists of two departments which are 
divided into a general section and six 
numbered sections. This office is charged 
with the tactical and technical training 
of the separate arms, except the Air 
Corps, and of services not under the war 
minister ; the preparation of manuals and 
drill regulations; and education in all 
military schools except those under the 
War Ministry, General Staff, or Inspec- 
torate General of Aviation. The Inspec- 
torate of Military Training is also ap- 
pointed directly and responsible to the 
Emperor, 

In Japan, as in the United States, the 
air force is still a part of the Army, but 
Japan in 1938 recognized the new signifi- 
cance of air power and created the office 
of the Inspector General of Aviation. 
This officer, appointed by the Emperor, 
has access to him on all matters pertain- 
ing to air training. The chief purpose 
of this office is to. supervise air corps 
training. It comprises a General Affairs 
Department and a Training Department. 

The Aviation Inspectorate General 
ranks with but has less authority than 
the Chief of the General Staff, the In- 
Spectorate of Military Training, and the 
War Minister. He has, however, been 
given great authority in the development 
of air power and the reorganization of 
the Japanese Army to include this office 
‘ignalizes a step in the trend toward in- 
‘Teased prestige and greater indepen- 
dence for air power. 

Japan proper is divided geographically 
into four army districts for administra- 
tive and mobilization purposes. These 
districts in turn are divided into 14 di- 
Visional areas: 


Army Dis. Headquarters Divisions 
Northern Asahigawa 7th and 8th 
Eastern Tokyo Ist, 2d, 9th, 14th 
Central Osaka 3rd, 4th, 10th, 16th 
Western Kokura Sth, 6th, 11, 12th 


In addition to the 14 divisions, there 
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are three more which are raised from the 
country at large—the Guards Division, 
and the 19th and 20th Divisions. While 
these 17 divisions comprise the peace- 
time Army of Japan, since the war with 
China which began in July 1937, Japan 
has, of course, greatly increased the size 
of her forces and has added many new 
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divisions. The first group of reserve di- 
visions is numbered from 101 up; the 
second group from 31 up. 

The following is a tabulation of the 
various grades in the Japanese Army, 
together with their Japanese names, 
duties and corresponding grades in the 
American Army:

Admiral Hart Returns 

Admiral Thomas C. Hart, former com- 
mander of United Nations Naval Forces 
in the Southwest Pacific, returned to 
Washington this week and immediately 
went into conference with President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Knox. Publicly, 
he stated that although America’s Far 
astern Fleet suffered losses in the battle 
of the Southwest Pacific, “much” of it re- 
mains to carry on in “other campaigns of 
the continuing war.” 

Admiral Hart bluntly acknowledged 
Japan had won the opening campaign in 
the Southwest Pacific battle and was now 
fairly well in control of the entire ADBA 

- American, British, Dutch, Australian 
area—but he emphasized that it was just 
a campaign and did not mean that we 
have lost the war. 

He spoke at Secretary Knox’s press 
conference, less than four days after his 
return to the United States. Admiral 
Hiurt arrived from the Far East earlier 
in the week. When interviewed by re- 
porters at New York, Admiral Hart said 
that “in a legalistic sort of way” he was 
still Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic 
Fleet. He remarked that he had been sick 
“only twice in the past three years, once 
in the Far Kast and recently when I had 
African food poisoning.” 

Immediately upon his return to the 
United States Admiral Hart made a quick 
visit to his home at Sharon, Conn., and 
from there reported to Washington for a 
conference with President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of the Navy Knox. 

“A campaign is not a war,” Admiral 
Ilart said.. “Many wars have been won 
after the loss of several campaigns. This 
whole thing was just a campaign.... 

“The war continues and much of that 
(American Asiatic) fleet, with what is 
now a veteran personnel, remains to as- 
sist in carrying it on.” 

Admiral Hart, who has just returned 
to the United States from the Southwest- 


ern theater of operations, attributed the | 


sweeping Japanese successes to “the same 
old thing”’—Japanese air superiority and 





the closeness of their bases to the theater | 


of operations. He acknoweldged that 
Japanese air superiority was “anticipated 
provided they concentrated on anything.” 


He declared that Japan’s expenditures 
in ships, men and material in this war 


has been very high. Ship losses, con- 
sidered in the light of the enemy’s 


“limited capacity for replacements,” he 
stated, are bound to cause Japan great 
“future concern.” 

Admiral Hart revealed also for the 
first time that Allied warships had es- 
corted ten convoys to Singapore when he 
declared that during the first two months 
of the war the fleet was assigned almost 
exclusively to escort duty. 

It was only during the last phases of 
the Southwestern Pacific campaign, Ad- 
miral Hart added, that Allied forces were 
able to mass sufficient strength of war- 
ships to make effective attacks on enemy 
convoys. 

Admiral Hart also declared that sub- 
marines were the most powerful part of 
our own fleet. He said however, that 
enemy ship casualties, from submarine 
operations have only been estimated inas- 
much as submarine commanders “are not 
able to watch after they pull the trigger.” 
The subs of the Allied fleet were very ac- 
tive and kept to sea beyond the endurance 
expected in those tropical waters, he said, 
In all, submarines spent a greater num- 
ber of days; at sea than the Allied forces 
had hoped could be maintained. 

Admiral Hart paid great tribute to his 
Allied submarine commanders and told 
of an incident by which one sub comman- 
der became the envy of all sub comman- 
ders. Admiral Hart then disclosed how 
that sub commander looked at a Japanese 
anchorage containing two ships “one was 
quite good, one was very good.” There 
was nothing in the air over the American 
submarine, and nothing in the water 
around it, Admiral Hart continued. The 
submarine commander, Admiral Hart 
said, leisurely launched his torpedoes and 
watched the vessels slowly keel over on 
their sides and sink with Japanese troops 
and sailors jumping off into the water. 
It is not often, Admiral Hart added, that 
an submarine commander has an opportu. 
nity to watch his kill. 

Admiral Hart completely vindicated 
Admiral Sir Tom 8. V. Phillips, British 
commander.who in taking the Repulse 
and the Prince of Wales to sea without 
air protection had hoped to wreak havoc 





with Japanese troopships bearing down 
on Singapore. Both the Repulse and 
Prince of Wales were sunk by Japanese 
aerial action, but, Admiral Hart said that 
Admiral Phillips took the only course that 
might have saved Singapore. 

He said that Admiral Phillips had 
taken his ships out on a day that was 
overcast and that he (Admiral Phillips) 
had hoped for poor aerial visibility. He 
knew he was without aerial protection, 
Admiral Hart added, and he knew the 
risk. However, he continued, Admiral 
Phillips had hoped to destroy the Japa- 
nese forces before they got ashore on the 
Malay Peninsula. He took the risk, Ad- 
miral Hart continued, knowing that if 
his heavy ships once could get among the 
light transports and supply ships they 
could sink a great number in short time. 
The British admiral was unlucky, Ad- 
miral Hart said. Weather prognostica- 
tions for poor visibility did not hold, and 
the Japanese were able to attack and 
sink his two ships. 

Admiral Hrnest J. King, Commander- 
in-Chief of the United States Fleet, at- 
tended the press conference. 





Army Uniform Allowances 


The President this week signed into 
law Public Law No. 492 (8. 1891) pro- 
viding a $150 allowance for uniforms and 
equipment for officers of the Army of the 
United States below grade of major who 
report for active duty. 

Text of the law as approved follows: 

Be it enacted, ete,, That the Act of 14 May 
1940 (Public, Numbered 511, Seventy-Sixth 
Congress), be, and the same is hereby, amend- 
ed to read as follows: “That officers of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Army shall be 
entitled to an allowance for uniforms and 
equipment of $50 per annum upon completion, 
in separate fiscal years, of each of their first 
three periods of active duty training of three 
months or less, following their original ap- 
pointment.” 

Sec. 2. Any person originally commissioned 
below the grade of major, on or subsequent 
to 26 September 1041, an officer in the Army 
of the United States or in any component 
thereof, except the Army Nurse Corps, from 
any source except graduates of the United 
States Military Academy, shall be entitled to 
an allowance of $150 for uniforms and equip- 
ment, which shall be payable, in the case of 
an officer of the Regular Army, upon accept- 
ance of such commission, and in the case of 
other officers, when they shall have been 
ordered to, found qualified and accepted for 
active duty in the military service of the 
United States for a period of more than three 
months within three years from the date of, 
and under their respective original commis- 
sions: Provided, That any officer of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps commissioned prior to 
26 September 1941, who has received any al- 
lowance under the provisions of the Act of 
14 May 1940 (Public, Numbered 511, Seventy- 
sixth Congress), as originally approved, or 
who would have been entitled to receive such 
allowance if he had completed any duty pre- 
scribed in the said Act and, in either case, 
who has not completed his first three periods 
of active duty training of three months or less 
in separate fiscal years following his original 
appointment, shall be entitled to receive the 
allowance provided in this section, if he has 
been or shall be ordered to, found qualified, 
and accepted for active duty for a period in 
excess of three months under his commission: 
Provided, however, That any sum which shall 
have been paid to any officer under the provi- 
sions of section 1 of this Act or under the 
provisions of the Act of 3 June 1941 (Public, 
Numbered 97, Seventy-seventh Congress), as 
an allowance for uniforms and equipment 
shall be deducted from the amount payable 
to him under this section: And provided fur- 
ther, That payment to any officer of the al- 
lowance provided in this section shall dis- 
qualify such officer thereafter from receiving 
the allowance provided in section 1 hereof 
or section 4 of the Act of 3 June 1941 (Public, 
Numbered 97, Seventy-seventh Congress). 





Gen. Arnold Urges Offense 

Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Chief of the 
Army Air Forces, said this week, “An im- 
mediate and all-out offensive was the best 
course for the United States to follow to 
victory.” 

His statement, made at Miami Beach, 
Fla., where he was inspecting air force 
units with Air Marshal D, C. 8, vill of 
the Royal Air Force, added that “Planes 
sitting on the ground in the United States 
are not winning the war.” He said, “The 
massing of planes on our shores is unnec- 
essary since any attempts to bomb the 
United States will be only in the nature 
of nuisance raids.” 
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New Deputy Chief of Staff 


Announcement this week of the ap- 
pointment of Maj. Gen. Joseph T. Mc- 
Narney, USA, to the post as Deputy Chief 
of Staff, brings to that position another 
long time air officer to replace Lt. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, USA, who now becomes 
Commanding General, Army Air Forces. 
Maj. Gen. William Bryden, one of the 
other deputy chiefs of staffs, has been 
relieved and assigned to command of the 
Fourth Corps Area. Maj. Gen. Richard C. 
Moore, USA, the third deputy, has been 
made head of the Department of Military 
requirements. Thus General McNarney 
becomes the sole deputy. 

Although only 48 years old, General 
MeNarney has been in the Army’s air 
component since prior to the United 
States’ entry into the World War. He 
came into nation wide prominence upon 
his recent appointment to the Board 
which investigated the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack. 

General McNarney was born at Pm- 
porium, Pennsylvania, on 28 Aug. 1893, 
and following graduation from the United 
States Military Academy was appointed 
a second lieutenant of Infantry on 12 
June 1915. 

General McNarney was promoted to 
first lieutenant on 1 July 1916; to cap- 
tain on 15 May 1917; to major (tempo- 
rary) on 17 June 1918; and to lieutenant 
colonel (temporary) on 22 May 1919. He 
reverted to his permanent rank of captain 
21 Feb. 1920, and was promoted to major 
on 1 July 1920; to lieutenant colonel (tem- 
porary) 2 Mar. 1935; to lieutenant colonel 
(permanent) on 26 June 1936; to colonel 
(temporary) on 1 Mar. 1940; and to brig- 
adier general (temporary) on 7 Apr. 
1941; and to major general (temporary) 
on 15 Jan, 1942. 

General MeNarney first served with the 
2ist Infantry at Vancouver Barracks, 
Washington, until April 1916, when he 
transferred to Yuma, Arizona, until 20 
July 1916. He then was student instruc- 
tor at the Signal Corps Aviation School, 
San Diego, Calif. He completed his flying 
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training and received the rating of Junior 
Military Aviator on 15 Apr. 1917. He re- 
mained at this school as an instructor in 
Meteorology and Radio Telegraphy until 
16 May 1917, when he was assigned to 
duty with the 1st Aero Squadron at Co- 
lumbus, New Mexico. 

In August 1917, General McNarney was 
ordered to France. From 1 Sept. 1917 to 
10 Jan. 1918, he was on duty with the 
1st Aero Squadron at Etampes, Avord and 
Amanty, France, and assistant Director 
of the 1st Corps Aeronautical School. He 
was then on duty with Headquarters Air 
Service, GHQ, to 1 Feb. 1918; Director of 
the 2nd Corps Aeronautical School to 8 
Apr.; on duty with Headquarters, Zone 
of Advance, to 7 May; Flight Commander 
with the 1st Aero Squadron, Toul Sector, 
to 1 July; on duty on the staff of the 
4th Corp Observation Group to 16 July. 
He was the Commanding Officer, Obser- 
vation Group, Ist Corps, during the Cha- 
teau Thierry Offensive, to 1 Aug.; Chief 
of Air Service, 3rd Corps, during the 
Chateau Thierry Offensive, to 8 Aug. on 
the staff of the Chief of Air Service of the 
1st Army, until 17 Aug. He commanded 
Observation Group, 4th Corps, during the 
St. Mihiel Offensive, 24 Sept.; and the 
Observation Group, 5th Corps, during the 
Meuse-Argonne Offensive, to 9 Oct. 

General MecNarney was Corps Air Ser- 
vice Commander, 6th Corps, until 18 Feb. 
1919; commanded the Army Observation 
Group, Second Army, to 19 April; and 
from that date until 6 June 1919; he was 
on duty at General Headquarters, Paris, 
assisting in writing a manual on Obser- 
vation, 

Shortly following his return to the 
United States, General McNarney was as- 
signed to command Godman Field, Fort 
Knox, Ky., and remained on this duty 
until 18 Oct. 1919, when he was placed in 
command of the flying school at Gerstner 
Field, Lake Charles, La. On 9 Nov. 1920, 
he was transferred to Langley Field, Va., 
where he was stationed for the next five 
years as instructor at the Field Officers’ 
School, the designation of which was 
later changed to the Tactical School. Dur- 
ing the school year 1920-21, he was a stu- 
dent as well as instructor, and received 
his graduation certificate in June, 1921. 
In the fall of 1925, he was assigned as 
student at the Command and General 
Staff School at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 
from which he emerged in June of the 
following year as an honor graduate. 

Following a tour of duty of three years 
as a member of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff in the Air Section, Military In- 
telligence Division, General McNarney 
was a student at the Army War College 
and, upon his graduation, was assigned 7 
Aug. 1930, as commandant of the Primary 
Flying School at March Field, Riverside, 
Jalif. Upon the transfer of this school 
to Randolph Field, Tex., he remained at 
March Field on duty for the most part 
as Commanding Officer of the 7th Bom- 
bardment Group. At various times he also 
served as Executive Officer and as Com- 
manding Officer of the Ist Bombardment 
Wing. 

General MeNarney’s next assignment 
was as Instructor at the Army War Col- 
lege in August, 1933, and he remained on 
this duty until 1 Mar. 1935, when he-was 
transferred to Langley Field, Va., to serve 
as Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, GHQ, 
Air Force, to 10 July 1988. He next was 
assigned to Hamilton Field, Calif. from 
11 Aug. 1938, until 5 Mar. 1939, when he 
went to Washington, D. C., for duty in 
the War Plans Division of the War De- 
partment General Staff. He was ap- 
pointed a member of the Joint Army and 
Navy Planning Committee on 14 June 
1939, and was authorized to proceed to 
Ottawa, Canada, on 23 Aug. 1940.

Heads Post Exchange Service 


Formerly assigned to the Special Ser- 
vices Branch, Brig. Gen. Isaac Spalding 
has been named Chief of the Post Ex- 
change Service under the Services of Sup- 
ply organization, the War Department 
announced this week. 

Its slogan, “Exchange service to every 
soldier every day wherever he may be,” 
the Post Exchange Service’s chief aim, 
according to General Spalding, is to pro- 
vide every soldier a daily opportunity to 
buy “must” items such as toilet articles, 
tobacco and cigarettes. General Spald- 
ing’s organization is expected to have ap- 
proximately 709 officers, scattered all 
over the country at posts and camps and 
in central distributing areas. 

A biographical outline of General 
Spalding’s service careers showns him to 
have graduated from the Military Acad- 
emy in 1912, the Command and General 
Staff School, 1926, the Army War College, 
1931, and from the Senior Course of the 
Navy War College, in 1982. 

Subsequently, he was assigned to the 
War Plans Division of the General Staff, 
Washington, D. C., and in 1936 he re- 
turned to the Field Artillery School, after 
which he was assigned to the 12th Field 
Artillery, Fort Sam Houston. In Septem- 
ber, 1938, he was assigned to the 13th 
Field Artillery, Hawaii, which he later 
commanded, and in January, 1941, he re- 
turned to Washington, D. C., to serve on 
the General Staff. 





General MacArthur’s Message to

West Point, N. Y.—Maj. Gen. Francis 
B. Wilby, superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy, has made pub- 
lic a response from General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur to a message of congratulations 
sent him by the Corps of Cadets on Wash- 
ington’s Birthday. 

The Cadet message said that “your 
campaign is an inspiration to all Cadets 
in preparing for their careers.” 

The response from General MacArthur 
follows: 

“Please give Corps of Cadets my affec- 
tionate greeting and thanks for their mes- 
sage.” 

Quoting the message in orders, General 
Wilby said: “This message from the ac- 
knowledged outstanding field commander 
of the United Nations should fill us all 
with a grim determination to perform our 
duties in a manner which will insure final 
and complete victory for our country.” 





Spread Contract Awards 

Intensity of the Quartermaster Corps 
program to spread contract awards to as 
many plants as possible is noted in a 
War Department announcement late last 
week which states that more than 100 
textile mills, located in 12 states, are ex- 
pected to take part in a procurement pro- 
gram, whereby nearly 35,000,000 yards of 
cotton cloth will be purchased at a cost 
of more than $20,000,000. 

Simultaneous announcement is made of 
the award to 22 concerns of contracts 
for some 1,615,000 work suits. The Quar- 
termaster Corps originally had planned 
to procure slightly less than a million 
suits, but following replies by 39 manu- 
facturers that their capacity exceeded 
original procurement plans, it was de- 
cided to expand the purchase.

yanized corrugated iron sheets, laid over 
a wooden frame to the shape of a half- 
cylinder. The ends are made of wood, and 
the floors are either concrete or wood, Be- 
cause of their small size, these huts can 
be erected in almost any spot, are easily 
set up and can be readily camouflaged 
and concealed. Heated by small oil or 
coal stoves, they can be made quite com- 
fortable. Twelve to fourteen men sleep in 
each hut. For kitchens, mess halls, recrea- 
tion rooms, ete., larger huts are erected, 
or several small ones are drawn together. 

As soon as the men got settled in 
their new camps, the strenuous training 
program to which they had been accus- 
tomed in the States was resumed. These 
soldiers came here to do a job, and they 
are going to do it with all their might 
and main. There is considerable rain in 
Northern Ireland at this time of the year, 
and the weather is apt to be rough, but 
that is not interrupting the program. The 
troops are working hard, they are often 
cold, and probably sometimes uncomfort- 
able, but their morale is high. A statement 
about soldiers’ morale was made recently 
by the Assistant Secretary of War, Mr. 
McCloy. He said: “The knowledge that 
he is tough, hard-bitten and able to take 
and inflict hard blows, gives the soldier 
morale, and the mere he has to put up 
with things and to overcome obstacles, 
the more it develops.” 

This is a very excellent description of 
real soldier’s morale and it fits the dough 
hoy in Northern Ireland today. However, 
it is not all hard work, nor is it all dis- 
comfort. There is plenty of recreation. 
The first and most obvious form of recre- 
ation for a soldier in a strange land is 
to get out and see the sights and the 
people. 

As I said, the weather at this time of 
the year is apt to be a bit brisk. It’s us- 
ually cold and often rainy. But that, ap- 
parently, has not dampened the spirits of 
the American soldiers. Hiking over the 
country, exploring the new sights, and 
just looking around was the first and the 
most enjoyable recreation these men had. 
The facilities for recreation available in 
the camps are much like those to which 
they were accustomed in the States 
though not quite so adequately supplied. 

Through the cooperation of the British 
Army, movies have been shown about 
once a week even in the isolated camps. 
This is made possible by using 16 mm pro- 
jectors carried in trucks which make a 
regular circuit of all the camps. ENSA, 
an organization of professional actors 
have also made their shows available to 
some of our camps. Athletics, of course, 
always play a big part both in our train- 
ing program and as recreation. 

Recreational facilities outside the 
camps are being organized and will soon 
be functioning. The American Red Cross 
which has been designated by the War 
Department to provide welfare and recre- 
ational facilities for American troops out- 
side the U. S., is organizing clubs and 
dormitories in these towns and cities 
Where the soldiers will go on furlough. 
The usual Red Cross home service which 
we have in all camps in the U. S., will 
also function here. Red Cross men and 
women have arrived, and there will be at 
least one with every unit and at every 
hospital. This will provide another chan- 
nel beside the official ones for contact be- 
tween the men and their families at home, 
through the countrywide organization of 
county chapters. The desire on the part 
of people here to offer hospitality to our 


s Men is tremendous. Both from the many 


Americans living her and from British 
homes, have come literally hundreds of 
offers and invitations, Certainly one of 
the best kinds of recreation for a soldier 
far from home, but on leave, will be the 
opportunity to visit another home, and 
We hope many of them will avail them- 
Selves of their opportunity. 

So much of our history, tradition and 
cultures stem from these British Isles, 
that the a verage soldier on furlough will 
Problably, first ef all, visit the historic 
Places about which he’s heard and read: 
London, Stratford, Stonehenge, Canter- 
bury, Oxford, Cambridge, and the locks 
and hills of Scotland will doubtless see 
many of our soldiers this summer. 






























So much on the subject of morale, rec- 
reation and welfare from our standpoint. 
Some of you are probably wondering 
what you can do for these men. I believe 
it is to write letters. The Army post of- 
fice system is established and functioning. 
Due to the movement of troops, mail was 
interrupted for a while. But it is coming 
in now. One soldier told me the other day 
that he had received 73 letters in one 
batch. 

Several days ago, the first American 
troops in any number appeared in London. 
Tonight, I saw pictures of these men in 
the papers, Some were feeding the pigeons 
in Trafalgar Square, others were watch- 
ing the crowds in Piccadilly Circus, Still 
others were sight-seeing and looking at 
last year’s bomb damage, and one bunch 
was just marching down the Strand, arm 
in arm with some WAAFS.

Army Emergency Relief 
Under the direction of its newly ap- 
pointed executive director, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam N. Haskell, the Army Emergency Re- 





lief, originally named the Army Eemer- 
gency Fund, is now preparing directives 
which will outline the procedures to be 
adopted by the organization. 

Its purpose to aid dependents of Army 
personnel whenever necessary, the Army 
Emergency Relief has as its honorary 
president, General John J. Pershing, Gen- 
eral of the Armies. Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson is chairman of the 
board; while Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson is president. Vice 
presidents are Assistant Secretary of 
War for Air Robert A. Lovett and As- 
sistant Secretary of War John J. McCloy. 


Older Men for Security Duty 

Announcement by Chairman Reynolds, 
of the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, late last week that the War Depart- 
ment has been formulating plans for the 
use of older men in military police units 
not serving with troops was amplified 
this week by the office of the Provost 
Marshal General which said that a total 
of 54 battalions and 5 companies will be 
organized for security purposes in the 
zone of the interior. 

These Military Police (Z. I.) battalions 
and companies, which are in essence “se- 
curity troops,” will be formed with officer 
personnel consisting in the main of offi- 
cers who served in World War I, and 
who do not at the present hold commis- 





sions in the Army of the United States. 
Exceptions to this will be the battalion 
commanders and the second lieutenants 
attached to the “security” units. 

The battalion commanders will be as- 
signed from officers who now hold com- 
missions in the Army of the United States, 
while the second lieutenants will come 
from the Officer Candidate Schools, 

Enlisted men for the 54 battalions and 
5 companies will be composed of older 
selectees and volunteers, Thus, it is ex- 
pected that many younger soldiers will 
be released for active combat duty. 

In the office of the Provost Marshal 
General, Maj. Gen, Allen W. Gullion, has 
been set up a division to supervise the 
activities of these troops. Col. Joseph 
V. deP. Dillon is Chief of the Military 
Police Division, while Maj. Henry Peck 
serves as his executive officer. 

It is understood that in general the 
mission of these troops will be to serve 
as a tactical reserve for the security of 
the zone of the interior, which, of course, 
includes all of continental United States. 
It is expected that some of the troops will 
be utilized as guards at particularly im- 
portant facilities which are essential to 
the war effort. 

Disposition of the five companies will 
be made among the New York, San Fran-

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Far East Naval Campaign

HE area over which the Japanese 

campaign, begun on 7 Dec., has ex- 
tended forms a triangle which is over 
two thousand (2000) miles on the side 
and the distances involved are very great. 
There are many islands within the area, 
some of them very large, many mere dots. 
The Japanese were very well acquainted 
with this area due to the activities of 
their fisheries and their other commercial 
interests over many years. 

The campaign was one of Amphibious 
War, this most difficult and least known 
variety of warfare. In this instance, air- 
craft took a very forward part. The 
enemy has been able to employ land-based 
planes throughout all his advances. In 
most instances, the planes which have 
played so vital a part in the enemy’s suc- 
cess were of the Japanese Naval Air Ser- 
vice—mostly land planes, The enemy was 
adept in their use—as we found them to 
be with other weapons as well. Japan’s 
long war with China had provided much 
experience in Amphibious Warfare. She 
prepared her blows long in advance, evi- 
dently with thoroughness and the sur- 
prise element gave her forces a tremen- 
dous advantage. 

The Allied naval forces in Asiatic 
waters were not large. A full half of 
them were American, after the early loss 
of the British Repulse and Prince of 
Wales. Those were the only two capital 
ships on our side and their loss was a 
severe one. It occurred at the very be- 
ginning and included the loss of Admiral 
Phillips, R. N., well-known to be one of 
the best of the British Navy. His venture 
was unlucky and there has been criticism 
of his taking to the sea with those two 
ships under the conditions which ob- 
tained. It is now apparent in the light of 
the final outcome of the land campaign 
in Malaya, that Admiral Phillips took the 
only course which could have saved Sing- 
apore. 

One salient feature of this campaign is 
that the Allied naval forces generally fol- 
lowed the plans which the three nations 
had separately developed prior to the out- 
break of the war. All three based their 
plans on the thesis that any opening of 
the war would be made by the enemy and 
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that it would be a surprise attack made by 
superior naval forces. The Japanese at- 
tack, of course, was a surprise, but it did 
not succeed in upsetting our own naval 
plans. 

Another feature: As is well understood, 
naval forces can be effective over any 
considerable period only if they can oper- 
ate from bases which are reasonably 
secure. What did eventually upset our 
own plans was the loss of such bases, In 
the case of the American Asiatic Fleet, 
this loss came early—not by the capture 
of Manila Bay, which still holds out—but 
because the enemy obtained control of the 
air within a few days, destroyed most of 
the naval base facilities by high level 
bombing, and soon made the harbors 
themselves too insecure for the necessary 
servicing of ships. 

Following its approved plans, the 
American Asiatic Fleet disposed its sur- 
face ships prior to the enemy’s attack. 
Thus in this initial deployment they could 
not be bottled up or caught and destroyed 
even by superior forces. During the cam- 
paign, since we never had superiority in 
the air, the advantage of information 
from air reconnaissance lay with the 
enemy. Consequently, the American 
cruisers and destroyers were never able 
to effectively participate in direct opposi- 
tion to the enemy in the northern part 
of the waters of the Philippines. The 
American cruisers and destroyers there- 
fore withdrew toward the southern por- 
tion of the area and generally operated in 
conjunction with the Dutch and British 
naval detachments as quickly as the nec- 
essary arrangements therefor could be 
made, 

For over two months after the initial 
Japanese attack the Allied naval forces 
had extensive commitments in guarding 
reinforcements being brought into the 
area, particularly into Malaya. Actually, 
in that period the Fleet guarded a total 
of ten convoys which carried troops and 
war materials into Singapore alone. Those 
duties appropriated practically all the 
services of the British cruisers and de- 
stroyers, much of the Dutch, and some of 
the American ships of the same type. In 
consequence, it was, except in the later 
stages of the campaign, difficult to main- 
tain surface ship concentrations to use in 
directly opposing the enemy’s advancing 
forces. 

However, as the enemy’s advance pro- 
gressed, his distances from bases and the 
length of his communication lines in- 
creased. There was a consequent reduc- 
tion in his power, irrespective of the size 
of his forces. It was during those latter 
stages that most of the combat involving 
Allied cruisers and destroyers took place 
and the damage to the enemy was prob- 
ably increased in consequence. In the end, 
it amounted to just that—doing as much 
damage to the enemy as possible, since 
he was able to retain the initiative 
throughout, and was always able to dis- 
pose forces superior to our own. The 
enemy continued his control of the air 
throughout and all of the fighting in 
which the Allied cruisers and destroyers 
engaged was done in the face of powerful 
Japanese Naval air forces. 

The greatest power of the American 
Asiatic Fleet iay in submarines. Again 
according to plan, those submarines were 
operated from Manila Bay as long as was 
possible. This period was much shorter 
than had been expected, because of the 
same old thing: enemy control of the air. 
Nevertheless our own submarines con- 
tinued to seek the enemy at all the best 
hunting grounds, regardless of the loca- 
tion of their own bases. The Dutch pos- 
sessed a limited number of submarines 
and some of them were very effective in 
the early stages of the campaign. 

As is well known, the Allies were never 
able to stop the Japanese advance, which 
has now swept over the entire aforesaid 
triangle. The enemy has captured a vast 
territory and it is a rich country. The 
Allies have not used the term “scorched 
earth” but prior to capture they effec- 
tively destroyed those properties of which 
the enemy had greatest need and recov- 
ery from the stage will be slow. 

The final salient feature of this cam- 





paign is that while the enemy has won it, 
captured much territory and so forth, his 
own expenditures have been high. Losses 
effected upon an enemy are never known 
with exactitude but in this campaign they 
have been estimated as carefully as pos- 
sible. The results gained by surface ships 
and by the torpedoes of submarines can 
be estimated fairly accurately; those es- 
timates which have been submitted have 
been conservative and cannot be far from 
the truth. Estimates of results from air 
bombing are much more difficult—it usu- 
ally is not possible for planes to hold their 
position long enough for good observa- 
tion; furthermore the observations are 
made from high in the air, frequently in 
poor visibility, and the personnel is usu- 
ally not proficient in the highly special- 
ized observations with which such esti- 
mates are concerned. However, the com- 
pilations made by the Navy Department 
are good and, as already given out, show 
losses in ships of various types, which 
with the enemy’s limited capacity for re- 
placement, are bound to be a subject for 
his great future concern. 

Unfortunately, the Allies also have had 
losses ; but with the exception of the Re- 
pulse and Prince of Wales, they are not 
serious from a comparative standpoint. 

The American Asiatic Fleet has been 
involved in the loss of a campaign. But 
the war continues and much of that fleet, 
with what is now a veteran personnel, re- 
mains to assist in carrying it on.

Service Personnel’s Goods Duty 
Free 
Legislation to permit entry without 


payment of duty of household goods of 
service personnel was asked of Congress 
by the War Department this week, to re- 
main effective for the duration of the war. 

In a letter to the Congress, Secretary 
of War Stimson pointed out, “Military 
personnel on foreign service are normally 
required to remain there for at least two 
years and they purchase certain house- 
hold effects with the expectation of using 
them at their foreign service stations for 
at least one year. In time of war the de- 
pendents and effects of such personnel 
must be returned to the United States, 
insofar as it is practicable to do so, with- 
out regard to periods of foreign service 
normally prescribed. 

“To alleviate financial hardship,” he 
continued, “the War Department requests 
the enactment of legislation to authorize, 
for the duration of the war, free entry 
into the United States of such personal 
and household effects as can be returned 
under existing conditions.” 

Stating that he believed the loss to the 
government would be “negligible,” Mr. 
Stimson stated that the proposed bill had 
approval of the Budget Bureau. 

The legislation, if enacted, would be 
retroactive to 8 Dec. 1941. 


Ensign Commended 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has 
commended Ens. Stanley Caplan, USNR, 
for initiative and “distinguished service” 
during the attack on Pearl Harbor, 7 Dec.

Meanwhile, it was reported this week 
that it was quite possible that a special 
school for the training of negroes in all 
duties afloat might soon be formed by 
the Navy and that these colored seamen 
might be given general assignments and 
duties.

OW that Senator Johnson’s subcommittee has approved the necessity for a 
higher pay scale in the uniformed services, it becomes the responsibility of the 
full membership of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs to make the measure 
fully effective by providing increases for those grades which the subcommittee omitted 
from its benefits. The original interdepartmental study, made by representatives of 
all of the six Services, recommended increases of various proportions in all of the 
grades and ratings, seeking to create a fair and equitable compensation for officers 
and enlisted men as they are promoted from grade to grade. The Senate subcommittee 
redrafted the Interdepartmental Board’s report, eliminating any recognition of the 
commissioned personnel except for small increases in the grades of second lieutenant 
and brigadier general. In light of all conditions today, the Congress should extend 
its contemplated increases in Service pay to every grade and rating. Except for some 
equalizing provisions for enlisted men carried in the Selective Service Act, the fighting 
men have received no general pay raises since the basic 1908 schedule was adopted. 
In the intervening years, every other class of government and civilian worker, profes- 
sional and tradesmen, has made substantial gains in income and standard of living. 
Today with millions of men entering the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, 
and with many thousands of them becoming commissioned officers, the hardship that 
has been borne for many years by the small number of regulars is now spread over 
a large part of the population. To remedy this injustice, the Senate Military commit- 
tee should amend its subcommittee’s bill by making provisions for upward revision 
of the remaining pay grades. Provision also should be made, as we have urged repeat- 
edly, for an automobile allowance for military and naval personnel, who use their 
privately owned cars for the conduct of the government’s business. 


N the days of peace and prosperity there were periods when unthinking judges 
would sentence men convicted of various offenses to serve jail sentences with the 
alternative of joining the Army or Navy. Against such unpatriotic and ignorant 
judges the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL frequently and effectively raised its editorial 
voice. But now the trend reappears in a new guise, that of demanding that striking 
defense workers be put into the Army. To this demand, Lieutenant Genera] Ben Lear 
this week replied: “The individual who is unwilling to work we don’t want picked 
up and sent to us to join combat troops. He isn’t good enough. We don’t want his 
spirit, and we don’t want his presence.” People who suggest the induction of strikers 
apparently do so on the theory that to bring them into the Service would be a form of 
punishment. They fail to appreciate that it is a privilege to fight for one’s country, 
and that the fraternity of arms is an honorable one, exemplified by the motto of the 
United States Military Academy—‘“Duty, Honor, Country.” In today’s war the man 
eon the production line is vital to National Defense and if he fail to perform patriotical- 
ly there he hardly could be expected to live up to the traditions of the service. Mean- 
while, in the turmoil of war, we again find judges “sentencing” men to the Army. 
From Master Sergeant William J. Bennett, of Wright Field, we have a number of 
newspaper clippings reporting such “sentences” by various municipal judges, to- 
gether with an indignant letter denouncing their actions as a “crime against all 
youngsters in the service.” Master Sergeant Bennett reflects the views of all men 
in the Armed Forces. They do not want, and neither do their wives and mothers 
want them, to be forced into association with men convicted of crimes, or even mis- 
demeanors. Aside from the question of the honor of the service, there is the extremely 
practical question of dependability. In war each soldier and sailor holds in his hands 
the lives. of his comrades. If he is the sort of man whose character could not stand 
the strain of normal social life, he certainly could not be depended upon to stand the 
strain of war. Fortunately, the number of judges and men in public life who think 
the Services are a dumping ground for undesirables, is small. It must be reduced to 
zero either by education or compulsion.

ECOGNITION of the important role 

the Coast Guard is playing in World 
War II is reflected in the nomination by 
the President this week of Rear Adm. 
Russell R. Waesche, Coast Guard Com- 
mandant, to be a temporary vice admiral, 
and the simultaneous nominations of 
apt. Stanley V. Parker, USCG, and Ed- 
ward D. Jones, USCG, to be temporary 
rear admirals, all three Coast Guard offi- 
cers to rank from 10 March. 


These nominations follow close on the 
beels an announcement made by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox early this 
week which charges the Coast Guard with 
the administration of necessary protec- 
tive measures to safeguard American 

and waterfront facilities from acts 
of sabotage. 

Under Admiral Waesche, an organiza- 
tion has been set up at Coast Guard Head- 
quarters to administer the details of con- 
trol through the commandants of the 
various Naval Districts. In each naval 
district, a Senior Coast Guard Officer will 
be assigned to the staff of the Naval Dis- 
trict Commandant to administer the se- 
curity system as a function of the Naval 
District command. It was announced fur- 
ther that each Port Captain’s organiza- 
tion will be augmented to meet the new 
responsibilities involved. 


Under the new harbor protection setup, 
a Ooast Guard officer will be assigned to 
each of the two coasts, whose duties it 
will be to coordinate the various ele- 
ments necessary to a sound plan of se- 
curity. These elements will include naval, 
military, civilian, and industrial protec- 
tive agencies. . 

Assigned to supervise these functions 
on the West Coast is Captain Jones, for- 
merly Coast Guard Liaison officer to the 
Navy Department; while similar func- 
tions on the East Coast will be under the 
supervision of Captain Parker. Mean- 
while, the harbor defense organization at 
QGoast Guard Headquarters has been 





placed under Capt. Wilfrid N. Derby, 
USCG. 
Assigned New Duty 

To fulfill the Coast Guard’s function 
the following officers have been assigned 
to serve as District Captain of the Port 
Officer on the staffs of the Naval Com- 
mandants in the various naval districts. 

Capt. Charles G. Roemer, USCG, has 
been assigned as District Captain of the 
Port Officer on the naval staff of the 1st 
Naval District Commandant ; Capt. Ralph 
W. Dempwolf, USCG, third Naval Dis- 
trict; Capt. E. A. Coffin, USCG, fourth 
Naval District; Capt. R. B. Hall, USCG, 
5th Naval District; Capt. M. J. Ryan, 
USCG, the sixth Naval District; Capt.

Nominations 

©Confirmation of Admiral Waesche’s 
nomination would place at the head of 
the Coast Guard for the first time an offi- 
cer with the rank of vice-admiral. Pre- 
viously the Coast Guard Commandant 
had always held the rank, pay and al- 
lowances commensurate with those re- 
ceived by the Chief of a Navy Depart- 
ment bureau, i.e. Bureau of Ordnance, 
Bureau of Ships, ete. 

At the same time it may be noted that 
confirmation of the nominations of Cap- 
tains Parker and Jones to be temporary 
rear admirals will give to the Coast 
Guard four officers of that rank. By vir- 
tue of the positions they hold, the As- 
sistant Commandant, Lloyd T. Chalker,

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USOG, and Engineer in Chief Harvey F. 
Johnson, USCG, both hold the rank of 
rear admiral. 


Admiral Waesche 

Father of two sons in the service, Lt. 
Russell R., jr., USCG, and Lt. Harry Lee, 
of the Army Air Corps, Admiral Waesche 
has served in the Coast Guard since 19 
May, 1904, when he received his appoint- 
ment as a cadet. Graduation from the 
Coast Guard Academy in 1906 was fol- 
lowed by his being commissioned an en- 
sign, assigned to duty aboard the cutter 
USS Mohawk. 

Later as the first head of the Division 
of Communications at Coast Guard Head- 
quarters, he organized, modernized, and 
extended the coastal communication sys- 
tem of the Coast Guard, part of this oc- 
curring during the World War, This was 
followed by sea duty from 1920 to 1924, 
when he was assigned command of the 
Coast Guard destroyer USS Beale, a unit 
of the anti-smuggling patrol. 

Again assigned to Headquarters, he di- 
rected the gunnery, small-arms training 
and ordnance activities of the Coast 
Guard from 1928 to 1981. It was he who 
organized the first Coast Guard teams 
that competed in the national rifle and 
pistol matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, 

In June, 1932, he was appointed as Aide 
to the Commandant of the Coast Guard, 
and in 1935, following reorganization of 
the service, he became Chief of the Fi- 
nance Division. Appointed commandant 
on 14 June, 1936, he was reappointed for 





another four year term on 14 June, 1940. 

Admiral Waesche’s Coast Guard record 
credits him with originating the Coast 
Guard Institute and Correspondence 
School for warrant officers and enlisted 
men; with instituting a reorganization 
plan of Coast Guard field forces, put into 
effect in 1931 and 1932; and with spon- 
soring a plan for selection of commis- 
sioned officers to improve efficiency and 
stimulate endeavor. 

During his first term as Commandant, 
the Lighthouse Service was transferred 
to and consolidated and integrated with 
the Coast Guard; the dual organization 
of a shore station branch and a sea-going 
branch was eliminated and one compact 
organization set up; the Assistant Com- 
mandant and Engineer-in-Chief were 
given flag rank (Rear Admiral) ; the en- 
listed men were given authority by law 
for 20-year retirement; the authorized 
strength of commissioned officers was ma- 
terially increased; and other legislative 
and administrative measures were 
adopted to increase the efficiency of the 
Service. 


Coast Guard Laws Asked 

Enactment of legislation which would 
extend to the Coast Guard while it is op- 
erating as a part of the Navy a number 
of personnel laws now affecting the Navy 
alone was asked of Congress this week by 
Secretary of the Navy Knox. 

The proposed bill would: 

Authorize advances of not to exceed 
three months’ pay to officers of the Coast 
Guard ordered to and from sea duty or 
to and from shore duty beyond the seas, 
under regulations to be prescribed by the 
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Secretary of the Navy, and would au- 
thorize the President to direct advances 
to personnel of the Coast Guard employed 
on distant stations where regular pay- 
ment of their pay and allowances cannot 
be effected. 

Authorize the Secretary of the Navy to 
advance public funds to Coast Guard per- 
sonnel when required to meet expenses of 
officers and men detailed on emergency 
shore duty. 

Authorize transportation to their homes 
of discharged Coast Guard prisoners, the 
furnishing to them of civilian clothing if 
necessary, the payment to them of not 
to exceed $3 per month for necessary ex- 
penses, and the payment of not to ex- 
ceed $25 to Coast Guard personnel dis- 
charged under other than honorable cir- 
cumstances. 

Sponsors Designated 

Mrs. Harold E. Stassen, wife of the 
Governor of Minnesota, has been desig- 
nated as the sponsor of the Coast Guard 
Cutter USS Balsam, which will be 
launched during April at Duluth, Minn. 
Simultaneously, it is announced that Mrs. 
Russell R. Waesche, jr., wife of Lt. 
Waesche, USCG, and daughter-in-law of 
the Coast Guard Commandant, Rear Ad- 
miral Russell R. Waesche, will serve as 
sponsor for the Outter Gentian, when that 
vessel is launched sometime in April.

Navy Dept., No. 51, 3 March 

Central Pacific: In the course of recent 
naval operations west of the Gilbert Islands 
g task force of the Pacific Fleet, consisting of 
an aircraft carrier, cruisers and destroyers, 
was attacked by eighteen heavy bombers of 
the enemy operating in two groups of nine 
each. These attacks occurred in the late af- 
ternoon and were timed about one-half hour 
apart. 

MThe Japanese formations were closely and 
vigorously engaged by our carrier fighter 
planes and by anti-aircraft fire from the ships 
of our task force. 

Only three enemy planes of the first forma- 
tion reached their bomb release points over 
the aircraft carrier, which avoided all bomb 
hits by split-second maneuvering. 

The leading bomber of this group attempted 
a crash Janding on the carrier and wags shot 
down by heavy close-range anti-aircraft fire 
when barely 100 yards from its objective. 

In a second attack only five bombers of the 
enemy formation reached the bomb release 
point. In this instance the salvo of enemy 
bombs was closer to the carrier than in the 
first attack, but again no hits were obtained. 

Sixteen of the eighteen enemy bombers were 
shot down in this action. There was no dam- 
age to our surface forces. 

Lt. (jg) Edward H. O’Hare, United States 
Navy fighter pilot, personally accounted for 
six bombers of the enemy. 

In the two attacks only two of our fighter 
planes were lost. The pilot of one was re- 
covered. 

The next of kin of the lost pilot has been 
notified. 

There is nothing to report from other areas. 


War Dept., No. 137, 6 Mar. 1942 
Philippine Theater: Enemy activities dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours were negligi- 
ble. It is believed that Japanese plans for an 
immediate renewal of the offensive were dis- 
located by our successes in the Subic Bay air 
attack. 

A copy of an order issued by the Japanese 
Army in the Philippines which has reached 
General MacArthur's headquarters directs the 
Filipinos in occupied areas to surrender guns 
and blade weapons of every description, in- 
duding ornamental and utilitarian knives 
and trophies. 

This order would operate to deprive the 
Filipino of his bolo, which, while sometimes 
used as a weapon, customarily serves as a 
tool. It is universally used as an industrial 
and agricultural implement. With his bolo 
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the Filipino farmer builds his house, fences 
his stock and harvests his crops. Hence, if he 
surrenders his bolo he will find it difficult 
to earn a livelihood. 

This order is interpreted by General Mac- 
Arthur as indicating that the invaders fear 
that the increasing resentment of the natives 
may develop into a popular uprising against 
the Japanese. 


War Dept., No. 138, 7 Mar. 1942 

Philippine Theater: Except for slight artil- 
lery fire and an ineffective enemy air raid, 
there was no activity on Bataan. 

A comparatively small force of Japanese 
troops, accompanied by tanks, landed at Cala- 
pan on the Island of Mindoro. Several ports 
on the east coast of the Island were shelled 
by enemy naval craft. 

There was desultory fighting between pa- 
trols on the outskirts of Zamboanga, on the 
Island of Mindanao. 


War Dept., No. 139, 8 Mar. 1942 

Philippine Theater: An enemy infantry 
regiment moving to the front north of Abucay 
in Bataan suffered heavy casualties as a re- 
sult of a surprise attack by our artillery from 
hidden positions. 

The regiment, evidently intended to supply 
reinforcements for the Japanese line, was 
moving to the front in ninety trucks. Its es- 
timated strength was 2500. Twenty-nine of 
the trucks with most of their occupants were 
destroyed, 

From various sources, hitherto regarded as 
reliable, General MacArthur has received per- 
sistent reports that Lieutenant General Masa- 
haru Homma, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Japanese forces in the Philippines, committed 
hara-kiri. According to these reports, which 
lack complete verification, the Japanese Gen- 
eral’s suicide was motivated by the fact that 
his numerically superior forces had been un- 
able to destroy the American and Philippine 
defenders of Bataan and Corregidor. 

The funeral rites of the late Japanese com- 
mander, the reports state, were held on 26 
Feb. in Manila and were attended by personal 
representatives of Emperor Hirohito, after 
which General Homma’s ashes were flown to 
Japan for internment at an appropriate 
shrine. An interesting and ironic detail of 
the story is that the suicide and funeral rites 
occurred in the suite at the Manila hotel occu- 
pied by General MacArthur prior to the evac- 
uation of Manila. 

General MacArthur advises that he is con- 
tinuing his efforts to secure further evidence 
of the truth or falsity of the reports.

Far East: During the week ending 6 Mar. 
U. 8. submarines operating in Far Bastern 
waters reported the following casualties in- 
flicted on the Naval forces of the enemy:

Philippine Theater: There was no fighting 
in Bataan during the past twenty-four hours. 

In Mindanao there were some brisk skirm- 
ishes in the vicinity of Digos, on Davao Gulf. 

The new Commander-in-Chief of the Japa- 
nese forces in the Philippines is General 
Tomoyuki Yamashita, who was in command 
of the successful Japanese drive in Malaya 
which resulted in the capture of Singapore. 
General Yamashita succeeds General Homma, 
who is reported to have committed suicide 
because of his failure to destroy General Mac- 
Arthur's troops. The new Japanese comman- 
der has established hig fleld headquarters at 
San Fernando. 


War Dept., No. 141, 10 Mar. 1942 
Philippine Theater: There was no ground 
or air activity in Bataan, 
A light Japanese cruiser appeared off the 
port of Cebu and fired several shells into the 
city. Only slight damage was inflicted. 








War Dept., No. 142, 11 Mar. 1948 
1. Philippine Theater: The situation in Ba- 
taan remains unchanged. There was ne air or 
ground activity during the past twenty-four 
hours. The positions occupied by both sides 
apparently have become temporarily sta- 
bilized. 


War Dept., No. 148, 12 Mar. 1942 

New Guinea: Hight heavy American bomb- 
ers under the command of Maj. Richard H. 
Carmichael, United States Army, raided 
enemy shipping in the harbor of Salama 
New Guinea, 10 Mar. This foree drop 
eighteen tons of bombs on hostile vessels in 
the harbor, leaving two Japanese ships sink- 
ing, four on fire and one beached on the 
shore, All of our planes returned to their 
base undamaged,

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_ SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The conquest of the Dutch East Indian Empire by the Japanese 
forces and their move upon New Guinea, will enable the establishment of bases to 
complete their domination of the China Sea and the Southwest Pacific. Realization 
that the Nipponese Government already has achieved a strong position on her southern, 
eastern and western flanks, and is able to thrust into the Indian Ocean against the 
shipping lanes of the United Nations, has necessarily had an effect upon the popula- 
tions of the Far Kast, which cannot be discounted. Influencing this effect, also, is 
the continued progress of Japanese forces in Burma, and the assistance they are 
receiving from its people, who are reported to have inaugurated a revolt against 
the British. India is in turmoil, the prey of Axis and Japanese propaganda. Chandra 
Bose, an implacable foe of Britain, who is a German agent, is incessantly broad- 
casting that “we shall fight against British Imperialism until India is master of 
her own destiny.” Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru declared: “The Indian problem can 
be approached only on the basis of Indian freedom.” Gandhi, the supreme leader of 
Hindu Nationalists insists Britain must confess and undo “the greatest crime against 
India—imperialism.” Barrages of this kind were made especially heavy while the 
Ohurchill Ministry was debating the concessions to be made, which would unify 
the people of the Peninsula, and assure their cooperation with Britain in opposing 
the Japanese. The difficulty of finding a solution of this question, as Mr. Churchill 
pointed out, lies in the insistence of India’s majority party for unconditional inde- 
pendence of all India, and the demand of the powerful Moslem party, from which 
are drawn some of the best Indian troops, for a special autonomous status in the 
event freedom is granted. The scheme devised to satisfy these groups is being con- 
veyed to India by Sir Stafford Cripps, member of the War Cabinet and leader of 
the Government in the House of Commons, who has an intimate acquaintance with 
Indian leaders, 

Assisting the Churchill effort to create a militant fighting front of India’s 
388,000,000 people, President Roosevelt is dispatching a mission to India, the chair- 
man of which is Former Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson. With him, 
besides an economic expert are well known advisers on armored vehicle and auto- 
mobile production, organization of plants for the production of munitions, and 
training of unskilled workers for semi-skilled and skilled jobs. It is asserted this 
mission will have no political authority, and that its sole duty will be to make a 
survey in order to effect greater use of India’s resources and manpower for the 
benefit of the United Nations, It is pointed out that the present munitions produc- 
tion ef the Peninsula is inadequate to take care of the needs of the troops that must 
be employed in order to meet the Japanese, and, perhaps, an Axis thrust from the 
West. At present, the troops are largely dependent upon shipments from the United 
States and Wngland, and with Japanese raiders and submarines operating in the 
Indian Ocean sinkings may be anticipated, which will diminish the strength of the 
defense. In connection with the situation in this sea, both Washington and London 
are concerned at the prospect that the Island of Madagascar will be made avail- 
able te the Japanese as a base for their warships. Vichy has announced it is 
determined not to permit this Island to be used for hostile purposes, but a similar 
declaration was made with respect to Indo-China, and the Petain Government was 
forced by the Axis Powers to yield to the demands of Tokyo. A Vichy expeditionary 
forge is reported to have left Dakar for Madagascar, but there were French forces 
in Indo-China, and they were compelled to accept Japanese occupation as a result 
of instructions given from Petain. This may be true of Madagascar, and the possi- 
bility is responsible for the agitation for a Free French expedition to capture it. 

Besides the mission to India, we have sent a mining engineer to South Africa 
to study exploitation of strategic raw materials, a mission to Ecuador to develop a 
sanitation program to rid certain strategic areas of diseases, and an Anglo-American 
Mission appointed to study food and social conditions in the West Indies. Since 
the outbreak of the war, Britain has been concerned over the inadequate food sup- 
ply of inhabitants of these islands. The United States has provided some aid, 
but conditions continue unsatisfactory, Involved in the matter are social questions 
which, it is insisted, require decision. Announcing the appointment of the Mission, 
President Roosevelt took occasion to describe as entirely untrue reports that he 
was planning to ask Great Britain to prolong indefinitely the 99 year leases for 
American bases in British possessions in this Hemisphere, which Great Britain 
granted to us in return for our transfer of the 50 over-age destroyers. 

As a result of Axis sinking of Brazilian merchantmen, the Rio de Janeiro 
Government preliminary te a declaration of war, has confiscated up to 30 per cent 
of the funds of Axis subjects in the country. In a decree, President Vargas singled 
out Germany as particularly responsible for “acts of war practiced against the 
American continent,” and further observed that since that nation, Italy and Japan 
are allies, they are “united in aggression.” An agreement has been signed with 
Peru, whereby the latter will receive an undisclosed amount of arms and armament 
under the Lend-Lease law. 














Navy “Lighter than Air”—Announcement has been made by the Navy Deartment 
that Moffett Field, Sunnyvale, Calif., now under War Department jurisdiction, will 
be transferred to the Navy and redesignated as a United States Naval Air Station. 
This transfer, under provisions of law, must be effected before 16 April. 

The Navy Department reveals that non-rigid lighter-than-airships, such as those 
in use on the Kast Coast, will be based at Moffett Field for blimp patrol operations 
on the Pacific Coast. Comdr, D. M. Mackey, USN, has been designated as the com- 
manding officer of the naval station, with Comdr. Karl Lange, USNR, serving as 
his executive officer. 

It is recalled that on 12 Feb., 1935, the USS Macon, a rigid airship, which had 
used the Sunnyvale station as a base of operation in the Pacific, was lost at sea. 
Originally built at a cost of $5,000,000, the Navy base at Sunnyvale was turned over 
to the Army in 1935, with the stipulation that “the lighter-than-air hangar and 
operation facilities thereon are not to be dismantled unless hereafter specifically 
authorized by the President.” These facilities, it is explained, have been kept in- 
tact during the period of occupancy by the Army, and will be available for Navy use. 


Marine Corps—Marine Corps Headquarters this week identified the two aviators 
who sank a Japanese cruiser off Wake Island on 11 Dec., the first heavy warship to 
be sunk in the Pacific by pilots in the American Naval Service, as Maj. Henry T. 
Dirod ‘and Capt. Frank Cunningham Tharin, both regular Marine officers. At the 








same time Headquarters stated that 2nd Lt. David Donald Kliewer, USMCR, had 
been identified as the aviator who sank a Japanese submarine off Wake Island late 
in the afternoon of 12 Dec. 

The identification of the three pilots as the airmen who accounted for the cruiser 
and the submarine was made in additional reports on the battle of Wake Island 
which were received at Headquarters. 

Flying Grumman single-seated fighters, Major Elrod and Captain Tharin and 
two other pilots participated in the defense of Wake when a fleet of enemy cruisers, 
destroyers, gunboats and transports attacked at dawn on 11 Dec. The four pilots were 
members of Major Paul A. Putnam’s squadron that was reduced to a strength of but 
four planes in the first Japanese attack. 

The Marine pilots attacked in pairs. Major Elrod and Captain Tharin hit the 
cruiser with eight 100-pound bombs and the cruiser sank. The two other pilots, whose 
names were not included in the report, badly damaged another ship, which was seen 
to be trailing smoke as it left the area of operations. Altogether, the Marine pilots 
dropped 20 bombs and fired a total of 20,000 50-caliber machine gun bullets into the 
Japanese ships. 

In telling of the sinking of a Jap submarine by Lieutenant Kliewer, the report 
received at Headquarters stated that Lieutenant Kliewer sighted the sub while he 
was on a late reconnaissance patrol. He dove at it, straffing it with 50-caliber machine 
gun bullets, and as he pulled out of his dive, he loosed two 100-pound bombs. His 
bombs scored and the submarine sank immediately. 

Promotion of six Marine Corps officers was announced by Marine Corps Head- 
quarters this week. Included in the promotions were: 1st Lt. William B. Boles, pro 
moted to temporary captain; and the following second lieutenants on the Retired 
List who have been advanced to the temporary rank of first lieutenant, Charles A, 
Johnson, William A. Buckley, Harold Ogden, William J. Gray, and Stephen R, 
Cockrane, jr. All are on active duty. 


Armored Force—Camp Chaffee, new home of the 6th Armored Division, is that last 
word in cantonments for Armored Divisions, according to Brig. Gen. William H. H. 
Morris, jr., acting commander of the Sixth. Speaking in a radio address, General 
Morris told his audience that on 11 Sept., 1941, the War Department named the 
camp near Ft. Smith, Ark., Camp Chaffee in honor of the late Maj. Gen. Adna R, 
Chaffee, first commander of the Armored Force. 

“Camp Chaffee consists of approximately 90,000 acres of rolling terrain with 
the proper amount of overhead cover,” General Morris explained. “The cantonment 
proper is situated in one corner, thereby allowing the maximum ground for manev- 
vering and firing. There are many roads of access to the training areas, which are 
very necessary for an armored division. About three miles of the Arkansas river 
are included in the reservation so that the engineers may train in bridge building. 
The motor parks have the finest kind of maintenance shops and standings. 

“The soldier’s welfare has been looked after by providing post exchanges, ree 
reational buildings, a large gymnasium, and a spacious service club with a guest 
house for visiting families. Many fine chapels have been constructed for the religious 
needs of the division. A seven-mile paved road runs between Camp Chaffee and Ft 
Smith, Ark. A second road is under construction.” 


Army Air Forees—Two World War experts at shooting down German planes are 
going to tell today’s potential American aces how they did it in 1917—and how to do 
it again in 1942. Col. Edward V. Rickenbacker and Col. Frank 
O’D. Hunter, World War aces, this week began a tour of 
combat units of the Army Air Forces within the United States 
to help train young airmen in the psychology of aerial com- 
bat. The tour parallels similar ones being made by World 
War aces in the British, Canadian and Australian air forces. 
The combat units to be visited by Colonels Rickenbaeker and 
Hunter will consist mainly of young officers who have just 
won their wings, or have been recently graduated from bom- 
EM bardier and navigator schools, and who are now receiving 
final combat training. 

“Modern aerial warfare calls for coordinated teamwork, not only by the individual 
plane crew but by an entire squadron,” Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Chief of the Army 
Air Forces said regarding this new psychology training. “Such teamwork can be ac 
complished in part by technical training, but combat psychology plays a vita] role.” 

“The record of Colonel Rickenbacker’s squadron demonstrates his ability at build 
ing teamwork and his grasp of aerial combat psychology. Never once in his entire 
fighting career did Colonel Rickenbacker permit an enemy pilot to injure him. He 
personally destroyed 26 German aircraft in combat, more than any other American 
pilot.” 

Colonel Rickenbacker is making the tour as a civilian, inasmuch as injuries 
received in an airliner crash some time ago prevent his passing, the Army physical 
examination to go on active duty. Colonel: Hunter is now on active duty with the 
Army Air Forces. He has an outstanding flying record and as an aggressive pursuit 
pilot during the World War is officially credited with the destruction of eight Germad 
planes. 

Col. Arthur W. Vanaman, AC, former Secretary of the Air Staff, has been assigned 
as Assistant Chief of the Materiel Division, Army Air Corps, Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio, succeeding Brig. Gen. George C. Kenny. Colonel Vanaman, a graduate of the 
Army War College, served for a time at Wright Field in 1937 to obtain technical in 
formation and data for his assignment as Assistant Military Attache for Air in Berlit. 
He is also a graduate of the Air Corps Engineering School. 

The summary of weekly British air activity for the week ending 8 March declares 
that “throughout most of this week ending at dawn, 8 March, there has been no enemy 
activity over Britain. The most achieved by the Luftwaffe was ‘slight damage’ in 
night raid on the Ist which had negligible results and cost Germany two bombers 
There were no British losses.” 

The week summary, cabled from London, continues with, “The R. A. F.’s great 
night of the week was the third, the occasion of the raid on the Renault works at 
Billancourt on the outskirts of Paris. In addition to this highly successful attack, 
the port of Emden was raided and mines were laid in enemy waters. The whole actio 
entailed the loss of two R. A. F. bombers. 

“On the night of the 7th, the R, A. F. raided the enemy naval base at St. Nazaire 
and lost one plane. During the week, fighters have carried out offensive patrols ove 
enemy territory in which they destroyed one enemy fighter aircraft. 

“There has been a lull in the air activity in the Middle Bast, with the exception of 
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the 2nd, when the enemy was fairly busy. Our fighters were active in interception 
work; five of them being missing, though three pilots are reported safe. During the 
night, the enemy was over the Suez Canal area; at least one bomber was destroyed, 
and a second was seen with its engine afire and losing height rapidly.” 

U. 8S. Army Air Corps Aviation Cadets in training at Mira Loma Flight Academy, 
Oxnard, Calif., graphically refer to five of their instructors as the “International 
Squadron.” The five men, representing as many nations, include Ben Chin believed 
to be the only Chinese instructor engaged in the Air Corps Training Program ; Byron 
Kennerly, former Royal Air Force pilot, who has several German planes to his credit ; 
Conrad Fiorentino, flying lieutenant in the Royal Italian Air Force, and active during 
the Spanish Civil War; Anthony Gjessing, who flew commercial planes for Norway 
vefore the Nazi occupation of that country; and Rudolph Schad, former member of 
the famous Udet Squad flying for Germany in World War I. Mr. Schad, who has 
been in the United States since the last war, and who is an American citizen, is par- 
ticularly enthusiastic in teaching young Americans to fly military planes in order 
that the Nazi regime be stopped. 

To fly the Army Air Forces’ multi-engine tactical airplanes, immediately after the 
completion of flight training in primary, basic and advanced single-engine trainers, 
would be something like trying the big jump after the first few skiing lessons. The 
multi-engine pilot has 2,000 to 4,800 “horses” at his command. He has many more 
tons of airplane to fly, and is responsible for larger crews than single-engine pilots. 
The big multi-engine planes handle differently on the ground, during take-off and 
landing, and in flight. Multiple instruments and controls surround the pilot and co- 
pilot and teamwork with the crew is infinitely more complex than the instructor- 
atudent team in single-engine trainers. 

However, higher now, and still going higher, is the ratio of multi-engine to single- 
engine planes in the Army Air Forces. And so, planning first things first, the Air 
Corps designed a new type of trainer, the twin-engine transition airplane. Two re- 
lated types have been in service since 1941—the multi-engine pilot-trainer, and the 
navigator-bombardier trainer. 

A composite description of the four models of pilot-trainers pictured here shapes 
into a low-wing monoplane with a wing span of 40 feet. It has a gross weight of 5,125 
pounds, and is powered with two radial engines in the 270 hp. class, fitted with two- 
blade constant speed propellers. Standard equipment includes a full complement of 
training instruments, and conventional retractable landing gear. Instructor and 
student pilot sit side by side. These airplanes have the same general performance 
and operation characteristics of their tactical big brothers. 

The navigator-bombardier trainers are about 2,000 pounds heavier and have ap- 
proximately 75 per cent more power, since the AT-7 was designed for a crew of five, 
and the AT-11 for three or four, depending upon the instructional mission. With 
these new transition trainers, the prospect is considerably brighter for training pilots 
and crews for multi-engine airplanes in sufficient numbers to keep up with the con- 
stantly increasing demands of our great Air Force expansion program. 

America’s first class of negro Aviation Cadets was graduated last week from the 
Air Corps Flying School at Tuskegee, Ala., and Maj. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, 
commanding the Southeast Training Center, told graduates he was sure they would 
“add luster to the proud traditions established by the negro race in fighting for this 
country.” These negro flying lieutenants are the first of many who are being trained 
to handle military planes in defense of freedom. 

Maj. Gen. Follett Bradley, whose first taste of flying was in the Wright Brothers’ 
flying biplane at Ft. Riley, Kan., in 1912, this week became commanding general of the 
Air Force of the Eastern Theater of Operations, Mitchel Field, L. I., N. Y. He sue- 
ceeded Brig. Gen. Arnold N. Krogstad. At the same time it was announced that Brig. 
Gen. John K. Cannon had assumed command of the First Interceptor Command, suc- 
ceeding Brig. Gen. John C. McDonnell, who with General Krogstad was transferred 
to other duties with the Air Forces. 


Ordnance Department— Modernization and standardization of canister shot and the 
discontinuance of the manufacture of shrapnel shell has been revealed by the War 
Department in an announcement which states that canister shot has been restored to 
Army use to serve in wiping out hostile machine gun nests. 

Maj. Gen. C. T. Harris, jr., Chief of the Industrial Service, reports that exhaustive 
tests have disclosed that the destructive efficiency of shrapnel is far below that of 
high explosive shell. Canister shot is now standard ammunition for the 837-mm tank 
gun, while the new 57-mm guns also will be provided with canister ammunition. 

The modern canister, a tin can containing 122 balls about % inch in diameter, after 
being fired disintegrates making it highly effective at ranges from 200 to 400 yards. 
Complete rounds of canister ammunition are made up for field use by crimping one 
end of the can in the standard 37-mm shell case. 

General Harris points out that fragments from high explosive shell are larger 
than shrapnel ball and fly with higher and more destructive velocity. Shrapnel, a 
Shell within a shell, is detonated by action of a time fuse acting upon a powder 
charge in the base of the shell. Thus from the shell case is propelled a quantity of 
fead balls, which seatter with a velocity of about 300 feet per second more than the 
Velocity of the shell at the time the shrapnel is discharged. 


Army Nurse Corps—First colored Army nurse to be promoted to the grade of chief 
turse with the relative rank of first lieutenant is Miss Della H. Raney, whose pro- 
motion from second lieutenant was made effective 9 March. Lieutenant Raney, a 
native of Suffolk, Va., and a member of the Army Nurse Corps since 7 April, 1941, 
is at present stationed at Ft. Bragg, N. C., but will be assigned to duty at Tuskegee, 
Ala., where she will serve as chief of the nursing service at the Negro air cadet school 
there. 

Army Nurse Corps officials disclosed this week that the maximum age limit for 
nurses will be raised from 40 to 44 years in certain cases. Nurses entering the service 
With affiliated units may be up to 44 years old, while at the same time, nurses with 
experience as instructors or as anesthetists, and nurses with experience and proven 
ability in administrative and supervisory capacities will also be accepted in limited 
humbers up to 44 years old. 

Speaking on Thursday, 12 March, as the representative of Maj. Gen. James C. 

agee, Surgeon General of the Army, Lt. Col. Leon L. Gardner, MC, said in a spe- 
ial Jane Delano Day program broadcast from the Amphitheatre at Arlington Hos- 
Pital National Cemetery that “of all women participating in this world struggle for 
Civilization and decency, none plays a more important role than the graduate nurse 
Who serves with one of the armed forces.” 
Colonel Gardner said, “Today—as the nation’s armed forces increase and as our 





soldiers move up to the fighting fronts—the Red Cross Nursing Reserve is absolutely 
indispensable to your United States Army. The Army now depends upon this nursing 
reserve as it has never depended upon it before.” He said that the standards of the 
Red Cross nurse “are such that the Army can place them in service without fear of 
lack of qualifications. And by drawing from that reserve,” he concluded, “the Army 
is able to dispense with much needless effort when time is most valuable.” 


Quartermaster Corps— Most dramatic refutation to the fallacy that Quartermaster 
soldiers see little of real action in war is the revelation that the first Army casualty 
resulting from the Japanese attack at Pearl Harbor was suffered by Pvt. Archie R. 
Gurkin, Quartermaster soldier, attached to the 1st Provisional Truck Co., Ft. Arm- 
strong, Hawaii. 

Private Gurkin, injured while driving an Army truck through a hail of Japanese 
machine-gun bullets, was admitted to the Tripler General Hospital shortly after the 
attack began with the track of a 50-caliber bullet through his chest. Since recovered, 
he has now returned to active duty. 

In a letter of commendation to Private Gurkin, Maj. Gen. Edmund B. Gregory, 
Quartermaster General said, “To you has fallen the distinction of being the first 
American soldier wounded during the infamous Japanese attack of 7 December, 1941, 
at Pearl Harbor. It is a source of gratification to the members of the Quartermaster 
Corps that the name of one of their fellow soldiers will be recorded as the first to 
sacrifice his personal safety in this new assault on the freedom of the United States.” 

The American soldier must have his coffee—an average of four cups a day. 
Mindful of this need, the Quartermaster Corps has adopted a new portable roaster 
which will assure troops overseas of an adequate supply of the fresh-roasted bean, 
according to a War Department announcement this week. 

Installed on gasoline-operated vehicles, the roasters operate efficiently with al- 
most any kind of fuel. Taking up little cargo space, the roasters can be unpacked, 
set up, charged with fuel and placed in operation in a few minutes. 

Of interest are Army coffee statistics which reveal that the official ration is 
45 pounds per man per year, which approximates 1,800 cups of coffee, For this year 
alone, the Quartermaster Corps has arranged for a supply of 146,000,000 pounds of 
green coffee. 

Meanwhile, a new type of 5-gallon water can, with a plastic lining that prevents 
chemical reactions which sometimes give water, coffee, soup and other liquids a metal- 
lic taste, has been adopted by the Army. The can, of rust-proof sheet metal and of 
smooth construction, has a faucet protected by a dust cap, thus insuring protection 
of the contents from within and from without. 

In native villages along the Alaska coastline, 8300 Eskimo women, members of 
the Skin Sewers Association, are busy at work sewing fur clothing for Army person- 
nel. Most recent award to these women were arrangements by which the Quarter- 
master Corps will purchase an additional 5,000 pairs of mukluks, (skin boots), as 
well as parkas, fur pants, caps, and mittens. It is pointed out that all work on these 
items is done by hand. 

Graduation of 70 officers today, 14 March, in the motor transport officers course 
at the Quartermaster Transport School of the Atlanta, Ga., Quartermaster Motor 
Base, follows graduation last week of 17 officers from a two-week General and Field 
Officer’s Course and the graduation of 113 enlisted men of the Third Provisional 
Company, which also took place on 7 March,

Chemical Warfare Service—The new provitig grounds for the Chemical Warfare 
Service, located at Clover, Utah, has been designated Dugway Proving Grounds, it 
was announced this week. Lt. Col. J. R. Burns is commanding officer. At the same 
time, announcement was made that the arsenal under construction at Pine Bluff, Ark., 
has been officially designated as the Pine Bluff Arsenal, under the command of Col. 
Augustin M. Prentiss. 

Newly reported to the Office of the Chief, Chemical Warfare Service, is Capt. 
B. C. Eaton, who has been assigned to duty in the Public Relations Division. 


Hydrographic Office—Turning out more than a million copies a month, the Hydro- 
graphic Office of the Navy Department is now leading the world in the production 
of charts. This figure has been exceeded the first months of this year and the rate 
bids fair to be maintained. This annual output of more than 12 million copies would 
be approximately 30 times the normal production of any year prior to 1937. 

The outbreak of the war in Europe resulted in a steady increase in the demand 
for charts and publications from the Hydrographic Office, and the pace was greatly 
accelerated by the entry of the United States into the conflict. However, the Hydro- 
graphic Office has been able to meet this enormous demand without any serious delays, 

The Hydrographic Office has been producing charts of the world for more than 
a century and was the first organization in this country to publish aeronautical charts, 
In recent years the publication of aviation charts and pilots has been confined largely 
to those foreign countries, and these are proving invaluable to military aviators 
for use in the war. 


Veterinary Corps—Col. Raymond A. Kelser, VC, Assistant to the Surgeon General 
in charge of the Veterinary Corps, was nominated by President Roosevelt this week 
to be a temporary brigadier general. 

It is recalled that identical legislation is now before appropriate Senate and House 
committees which would elevate the chief of the Veterinary Corps to the position of 
brigadier general. 


United States Military Academy—Twenty-one Filipinos have thus far graduated 
from the United States Military Academy, and many of them, it is believed, are today 
fighting side-by-side with Genera] MacArthur in the heroic defense of Bataan Penin- 
sula. 

In addition to those who have already graduated, there are four Filipino young 
men now in the Corps of Cadets at West Point. One of them is Vicente Lim, jr., of 
Manila, whose father, in 1914, became the first Filipino to graduate from the military

Academy and was at last report deputy chief of staff of the Philippine Army. 

Cadet Lim will graduate in 1946, Other Filipinos now at West Point are Pedro 
R. Flor Cruz of the class of 1942 and Eduardo T. Sautongeo and Rafael M. Ileto, both 
of the class of 1944. 

Before entering West Point, Cadets Lim and Ileto attended the Philippine Mili- 
tary Academy, which General MacArthur helped to reorganize five years ago when 
he returned to the Philippine Islands. General MacArthur was superintendent of the 
United States Military Academy from 1919 to 1922, and has instilled many of the 
West Point traditions and principles in the Philippine Military Academy and the 
Philippine Army.

Dental Conference—Maj. Samuel F. Seely, executive officer of the Procurement 
and Assignment Service, explained to delegates at the Five-State Post Graduate 
Dental Clinic, meeting in Washington this week, that a punch machine mechanism will 
be utilized in assigning the Nation’s 71,000 dentists to their proper place in the war 
effort. 

The system, which will be operated by the Procurement and Assignment Service, 
will make use of questionnaires already filled out by dentists throughout the country 
which give details on education, qualifications and availability for service. Major 
Seely explained that about 1 April, a second questionnaire will be sent every dentist. 
In reply, the dentist will sign a statement by which he volunteers for service during 
the emergency. The dentist will express his preferences for military or naval service, 
for work in essential industries, or for continued civilian practice in his own or other 
communities, and will thereby place himself under the Procurement and Assignment 
Service. 

Pxplaining that with the punch machine arrangement it will be possible, merely 
by pressing buttons, to select any number of men with special qualifications at a 
moment’s notice, Major Seely said by way of example: “If the Surgeon General of 
the Navy asked for 20 orthopedic surgeons under 35 who were graduates of a certain 
type of school, who spoke Spanish, were unmarried, and had travelled in South 
America all we need do is press a few buttons and the names of those men will come 
out of the other end of the machine.” 

Lt. Col. Roy Stout, DC, Walter Reed General Hospital, Washington, D. C., de- 
livered an essay at the conference on “War Injuries Affecting the Maxilla and 
Mandible.”

Signal Corps—American inventive genius has brought forth so many new types of 
radio signaling equipment that the Army Signal Corps has set up a special branch 
for the purpose of reducing its communication system to a limited number of stan- 


dardized models. The new branch known as the Communication Coordination Branch, 
is headed by Col. David M. Crawford, one of the Army’s leading radio specialists, 

The major purpose of the new Communication Coordination Branch is to reduce 
the number of types of equipment to a minimum consistent with the requirements 
of all the Army’s arms and services. In order to reconcile the communication require. 
ments of all the fighting arms, these arms are represented by specially qualified of. 
ficers on the Army Communication and Equipment Coordination Board. This board, 
a part of the new Communication Coordination Branch, includes representatives of 
the Infantry, Field Artillery, Cavalry, Coast Artillery, Air Forces and Armored 
Force, as well as the Signal Corps. Also as members of the board are liaison officers 
from the Navy, the Marine Corps and the armed forces of the other United Nationg, 
Considerable progress already has been made in coordinating the radio equipment of 
Great Britain and the United States, utilizing the best features of inventions developed 
in the laboratories of both nations. 

An important task of the Communications Coordination Branch is to recom- 
mend the frequency bands to be allotted to the various arms and services. This task 
is similar to some of the controls exercised by the Federal Communication Commig. 
sion in respect to radio activities of commercial companies. In the case of the Army, 
the problem is complicated by the fact that the transmitters are for the most part 
not fixed geographically like those of civilian broadcasting stations. Instead, thou- 
sands of them are in rapidly moving airplanes, tanks, and other vehicles. It is the 
problem of the Signal Corps to keep those transmitters functioning without inter. 
ference that would disrupt the Army’s lifeline of communications. A third function 
of the new branch is to insure uniformity of procedures for using the equipment in the 
field, to the end that all elements of the Army may work together as combat teams 
and enjoy speedy and thoroughly coordinated communications. 

Assignment of key officers to this new branch have been made and were printed 
in last week’s ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

Manufacturers of pinball machines and “jute boxes” will switch to the produce. 
tion of important parts for Army Signal Corps radio sets, under procurement plans 
announced this week by the War Department. These recreational devices, it was 
pointed out, normally consume considerable quantities of copper wire, amplifying 
tubes and other electrical goods for which priorities have now been assigned to mill- 
tary equipment. The manufacturing facilities, raw materials, and inventive talent that 
went into the highly ornamented pinball games and nickel-operated phonographs 
will henceforth be converted to the production of communication equipment for the 
armed forces.

Soldiers’ Medical Records 


Outright repeal of the provisions of 
the National Guard and Reserve mobili- 
zation resolution of 27 Aug., 1940, and 
the Selective Training and Service Act 
which require that medical statements be 
furnished those performing military ser- 
vice in the land or naval forces under 
the acts was recommended to Congress 
this week by Secretary of War Stimscn. 

The secretary did not ask repeal of the 
requirement that persons be given a 
physical examination upon entry and up- 
on discharge. 

The law is unworkable, declared the 
secretary, detailing at length the admin- 
istrative difficulties involved in its ad- 
ministration. 

“Aside from the foregoing questions,” 
continued Mr. Stimson, “there are cogent 
reasons why the statement should not be 
furnished for the best interests ef the 
discharged soldier or officer concerned. 
The World War Veterans’ Act as amend- 
ed provides that disclosure of informa- 
tion of medical nature will not be made 
to a claimant should such be inimical to 
his physical or mental interests. The 
Committee on Neuropsychiatry of the 
National Research Council recently 
adopted the following resolution: 

“*Resolved that it is the consensus of 
opinion of this committee that, in the 
interests of the registrant or man in ser- 
vice, suitable restrictions should be 
placed on his right of access to his med- 
ical record with the draft board or with 
the armed services, in the interest of his 
mental health.’ ” 

Certain conditions, wrote the secretary, 
should only be imparted to the individ- 
ual’s private doctor. 

Should Congress only partly repeal the 
requirements in question, continued the 
secretary, and “provide that medical 
statements might be withheld at the dis- 
cretion of the medical authorities, the 
Army would then be confronted with a 
further complicating problem. The man 





for whom it is desired to afford protec 
tion would demand a statement or the 
reason for denial of such statement. The 
result would be the defeat of the very 
safeguard it is desired to establish.” 

“It is easily foreseen,” concluded Mr. 
Stimson, “that the War Department, a 
a matter of administration, cannot fur 
nish an accurate statement in all cases; 
that the statement, if furnished, serves 
no useful purpose due to the fact that

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Text of Pay Bill 


Following is the text of the pay bill 
as amended by the Johnson subcommittee 
and reported to the full membership of 
the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs: 

To readjust the pay and allowances of per- 
gonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That, for 
the purpose of computing the annual pay of 
the commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army and Marine Corps below the grade of 
brigadier general; of the Navy, the Coast 
Guard, and the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
below the grade of rear admiral; and of the 
Public Health Service below the grade of 
assistant to the surgeon general, pay periods 
are prescribed, and the base pay for each is 
fixed as follows: 

The first period, $1,800; the second period, 
$2,000; the third period, $2,400; the fourth 
period, $3,000; the fifth period, $3,500; and 
the sixth period, $4,000. 

The pay of the sixth period shall be paid 
to colonels of the Army, captains of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade; to lieu- 
tenant colonels of the Army, commanders of 
the Navy, and officers of corresponding grade, 
and lieutenant commanders of the line and 
Engineer Corps of the Coast Guard, who have 
completed thirty years’ service. 

The pay of the fifth period shall be paid 
to lieutenant colonels of the Army, comman- 
ders of the Navy, and officers of correspond-— 
ing grade who are not entitled to the pay of 
the sixth period; and to majors of the Army, 
lieutenant commanders of the Navy, and offi- 
cers of corresponding grade, who have com- 
pleted twenty-three years’ service. 

The pay of the fourth period shal! be paid 
to majors of the Army, lieutenant comman- 
ders of the Navy, and officers of correspond- 
ing grade who are not entitled to the pay of 
the fifth period; to captains of the Army, 
lieutenants of the Navy, and officers of corre- 
sponding grade, who have completed seven- 
teen years’ service. 

The pay of the third period shall be paid 
to captains of the Army, lieutenants of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who are not entitled to the pay of the fourth 
period; to first lieutenants of the Army, lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) of the Navy, and offi- 
cers of corresponding grade, who have com- 
pleted ten years’ service. 

The pay of the second period shall be paid 
to first lieutenants of the Army, lieutenants 
(junior grade) of the Navy, and officers of 
corresponding grade who are not entitled to 
the pay of the third period; and to second 
lieutenants of the Army, ensigns of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade, who have 
completed five years’ service; and to contract 
surgeons serving full time. 

The pay of the first period shall be paid 
to all other officers whose pay is provided 
for in this section. 

Officers of any of the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act temporarily appointed to 
higher grades or ranks shall, for the purposes 
of this Act, be considered officers of such 
grades or ranks while holding such temporary 
appointments. 

Every officer paid under the provisions of 
this section shall receive an increase of 5 per 
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centum of the base pay of his period for each 
three years of service up to thirty years: 
Provided, That the base pay plus pay for 
length of service of no officer below the grade 
of colonel of the Army, captain of the Navy, 
or corresponding grade, shall be at a rate in 
excess of $479.17 per month. 

For officers appointed on and after 1 July 
1922, no service shall be counted for purposes 
of pay except active commissioned service 
under a Federal appointment and commis- 
sioned service in the National Guard when 
called out by order of the President and ser- 
vice authorized in section 2 (b) of the Act of 
19 Jan, 1942 (Public Law 402, Seventy-seventh 
Congress). For officers in the service on 30 
June 1922, there shall be included in the com- 
putation all service which was then counted 
in computing longevity pay, and service as a 
contract surgeon serving full time; and also 
75 per centum of all other periods of time 
during which they have held commissions as 
officers of the Organized Militia between 21 
Jan, 1903, and 1 July 1916, or of the National 
Guard, the Naval Militia, or the National 
Naval Volunteers since 3 June 1916, shall be 
included in the computation, Longevity pay 
for officers in any of the Services mentioned 
in the title of this Act shall be based on the 
total of all service in any or all of said ser- 
vices which is authorized to be counted for 
longevity pay purposes under the provisions 
of this Act or as may otherwise be provided 
by law. 

The provisions of this Act shall apply 
equally to those persons serving, not as com- 
missioned officers in the Army or in the other 
Services mentioned in the title of this Act, 
but whose pay under existing law is an 
amount equivalent to that of a commissioned 
officer of one of the above grades, those re- 
ceiving the pay of colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major, captain, first lieutenant, and second 
lieutenant, being classified as in the sixth, 
fifth, fourth, third, second, and first periods, 
respectively. 


Overseas Service 

Sec. 2. Hereafter the base pay of any en- 
listed man, warrant officer, or nurse (female) 
in the military or naval forces of the United 
States shall be increased by 20 per centum 
and the base pay of any commissioned officer 
in such forces shall be increased by 10 per 
centum for any period of service while on sea 
duty, or duty in any place beyond the conti- 
nental limits of the United States or in 
Alaska, which increases in pay shall be in 
addition to pay and allowances as now au- 
thorized: Provided, That the per centum in- 
creases herein authorized shall be included in 
computing increases in pay for aviation and 
submarine duty: Provided further, That 
this section shall be effective from 7 Dec. 
1941, and shall cease to be in effect twelve 
months after the termination of the present 
war is proclaimed by the President. 


Nat. Gd. and Reserves 

Sec. 3. When officers of the National Guard 
or of the Reserve forces of any of the services 
mentioned in the title of this Act are author- 
ized by law to receive Federal pay, those serv- 
ing in grades corresponding to those of colo- 
nel, lieutenant colonel, major, captain, first 
lieutenant, and second lieutenant of the Army 
shall receive the pay of the sixth, fifth, fourth, 
third, second, and first periods, respectively, 
unless entitled to the pay of a higher period 
under the provisions of section 14 of this Act. 
Such officers whenever entitled to Federal 
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pay, except armory drill and administrative 
function pay, shall receive as longevity pay, 
in addition to base pay, an increase thereof at 
the per centum and time rates up to thirty 
years provided in section 1 of this Act. In 
computing the increase of pay for each period 
of three years’ service, such officers shall be 
credited with full time for all periods during 
which they have held commissions as officers 
of any of the services mentioned in the title 
of this Act, or in the Organized Militia prior 
to 1 July 1916, or in the National Guard, or 
in the Naval Militia, or in the National Naval 
Volunteers, or in the Naval Reserve force, 
Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve force, 
Marine Corps Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, 
and the Reserve Corps of the Public Health 
Service, when confirmed in grade and quali- 
fied for all general service, with full time 
for all periods during which they have per- 
formed active duty under Reserve commis- 
sions, and with one-half time for all other 
periods during which they have held Reserve 
commissions, 

Members of the Reserve forces of any of the 
services mentioned in the title of this Act 
who shall become entitled to Federal pay for 
a continuous period of less than one month 
at the rates fixed for the regular services 
shall receive such pay for each day of such 
period, and the thirty-first day of a calendar 
month shall not be excluded from the com- 
putation, 

Payments authorized under the provisions 
of the preceding paragraph may include the 
entire amount lawfully accruing to such per- 
sons as pay, allowances, and mileage on ac- 
count of such service, and, including pay and 
mileage for their return home, may be paid 
to them during said period and prior to their 
departure from the camp or other place at 
which such service is performed, 


Allowances 

Sec. 4. The term “dependent” as used in 
the succeeding sections of this Act shall in- 
clude at all times and in all places a lawful 
wife and unmarried children under twenty- 
one years of age. It shall also include the 
mother of the person concerned provided she 
is in fact dependent on him for her chief 
support: Provided, That the term “children” 
shall be held to include stepchildren and 
adopted children when such stepchildren or 
adopted children are in fact dependent upon 
the person claiming dependency allowance. 

Sec, 5. Each commissioned officer on the 
active list, or on active duty, below the grade 
of brigadier general or its equivalent, in any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, shall be entitled at all times, in addition 
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to his pay, to a money allowance for sub- 
sistence. The value of one subsistence allow- 
ance is hereby fixed at 60 cents per day. To. 
each officer of any of the said services receiv- 
ing the base pay of the first, second, third, 
or sixth period the amount of this allowance 
shall be equal to two subsistence allowances, 
and to each officer receiving the base pay of 
the fourth or fifth period the amount of this 
allowance shall be equal to three subsistence 
allowances: Provided, That an officer with no 
dependents shall receive one subsistence al- 
lowance in lieu of the above allowances, 

Sec. 6. Except as otherwise provided in 
this section, each commissioned officer below 
the grade of brigadier general or its equiva- 
lent, in any of the services mentioned in the 
title of thie Act, while either on active duty 
or entitled to active-duty pay shall be en- 
titled at all times to a money allowance for 
rental of quarters, 

To an officer having a dependent, receiving 
the base pay of the first period the amount 
of said allowance shall be $60 per month, to 
such an officer receiving the base pay of the 
second period the amount of this allowance 
shall be $60 per month, to such an officer 
receiving the base pay of the third period 
the amount of this allowance shall be $80 per 
month, to such an officer receiving the base 
pay of the fourth period the amount of this 
allowance shall be $100 per month, and to 
such an officer receiving the base pay of the 
fifth or sixth period the amount of this al- 
lowance shall be $120 per month, 

To an officer having no dependents, receiv- 
ing the base pay of the first period the amount 
of said allowance shall be $0 per month, to 
such an officer receiving the base pay of the 
second period the amount of said allowance 
shall be $0 per month, to such an officer re- 
ceiving the base pay of the third period the 
amount of said allowance shall be $60 per 
month, to such an officer receiving the base 
pay of the fourth period the amount of said 
allowance shall be $60 per month, and to such 
an officer receiving the base pay of the fifth 
or sixth period the amount of sald allowance 
shall be $80 per month. 

When the total of base pay, pay for length 
of service, and allowances for subsistence and 
rental of quarters, authorized in this Act for 
any officer below the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral or its equivalent, shall exceed the rate of 
$600 per month, the amount of the allowances 
to which such officer is entitled shall be re- 
duced by the amount of the excess above $600, 

No rental allowance shall accrue to an ofi- 
cer having no dependents while he is on fleld

‘or sea duty, nor shall any rental allowance 
accrue to an officer with or without depen- 
dents who is assigned quarters at his perma- 
nent station unless a competent superior au- 
thority of the service concerned certifies that 
such quarters are not adequate for the occu- 
pancy of the officer and his dependents, if 
any: Provided, That an officer although fur- 
nished with quarters shall be entitled to 
rental allowance as authorized in this sec- 
‘tion if by reason of orders of competent au- 
thority his dependents are prevented from 
occupying such quarters. 

Regulations in execution of the provisions 
of this section shall be made by the President 
and shall, whenever practicable, in his judg- 
ment, be uniform for all of the services con- 
-cerned, including adjunct forces thereof. 


General and Fiag Officers 


Sec. 7. The annual base pay of a brigadier 
genera! of the Army or the Marine Corps, 
Tear admira! (lower half) of the Navy, the 
Coast Guard, or the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, the Assistant Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, the Engineer in Chief of the Coast 
“Guard, commodore of the Navy, an Assistant 
WMirector of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
‘and an assistant to the Surgeon General of 
‘the Public Health Service, shall be $6,000; and 
‘the annual base pay of a major general of 
the Army or the Marine Corps and of a rear 
admiral (upper half) of the Navy, the Coast 
Guard, or the Coast and Geodetic Survey shall 
be $8,000. Every such officer shall be entitled 
to the money allowances for subsistence and 
for rental of quarters authorized in sections 
5B and 6 of this Act for officers receiving the 
pay of the sixth period: Provided, That when 
the total of base pay, subsistence, and rental 
allowances exceeds the rate of $666.67 per 
month for officers serving in the grade of 
brigadier general of the Army or the Marine 
Corps, rear admiral (lower half) of the Navy, 
the Coast Guard, or the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the Assistant Commandant of the 
Coast Guard, the Engineer in Chief of the 
Coast Guard, commodore of the Navy, and 
Assistant Director of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and an Assistant to the Surgeon Gen- 
ral of the Public Health Service, and the 
wate of $808.33 per month for those serving 
in the grade of major general of the Army 
or the Marine Corps, and rear admiral (upper 
half) of the Navy, Coast Guard, or the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, the amount of the allow- 
ances to which such officers are entitled shall 
be reduced by the amount of the excess above 
$666.67 or $808.33, respectively. 

Officers of the Navy serving in the grade of 
vice admiral, officers of the Army serving in 
‘the grade of lieutenant general, and officers 
of the other services mentioned in the title 
of this Act serving in corresponding grades, 
‘hall be entitled, while so serving, to the pay 
mnd allowances of a rear admiral (upper 
half) and to a personal money allowance of 
$500 per year. Officers of the Navy serving 
in the grade of admiral or as Chief of Naval 
Operations, officers of the Army serving in the 
grade of general or as Chief of Staff of the 
Army, and officers of the other services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act serving in cor- 
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responding grades, shall be entitled, while so 
serving, to the pay and allowances of a rear 
admiral (upper half) and to a personal money 
allowance of $2,200 per year. 


Warrant Officers 

Sec. 8. Warrant officers (junior grade) of 
the Army except first mates and assistant 
engineers of the Army Mine Planter Service, 
and warrant officers of the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard, shall receive the base 
pay of the first period as established by sec- 
tion 1 of this Act and shall be entitled to the 
money allowances for subsistence and for 
rental of quarters as established by sections 
5 and 6 of this Act for officers receiving the 
pay of the first period. 

First mates and assistant engineers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service shall receive base 
pay at the rate of $1,950 per annum and shall 
be entitled to the money allowances for sub- 
sistence and for rental of quarters as estab- 
lished by sections 5 and 6 of this Act for 
officers receiving the pay of the first period. 

Chief warrant officers of the Army except 
masters in the Army Mine Planter Service, 
and commissioned warrant officers with less 
than ten years of commissioned service, of 
the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
shall receive base pay at the rate of $2,100 
per annum and shall be entitled to the money 
allowances for subsistence and for rental of 
quarters as established by sections 5 and 6 
of this Act for officers receiving the pay of the 
second period: Provided, That a commis- 
sioned warrant officer or chief warrant officer 
promoted from the grade of warrant officer 
or warrant officer (junior grade) shall suffer 
no reduction of pay by reason of such pro- 
motion: Provided further, That nothing here- 
in contained shall be held to affect the au- 
thority of the Secretary of War to designate 
permanent or temporary chief warrant offi- 
cers of the Army to receive the base pay and 
allowances of the third and fourth pay pe- 
riods as provided in section 3 of the Act ap- 
proved 21 Aug. 1941 (Public Law 230, Seventy- 
seventh Congress). 

Commissioned warrant officers of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard with credita- 
ble records on the active list, after ten years 
of commissioned service, and masters in the 
Army Mine Planter Service, shall receive the 
base pay of the third period as established by 
section 1 of this Act and shall be entitled to 
the money allowances for subsistence and for 
rental of quarters as established by sections 
5 and 6 of this Act for officers receiving the 
pay of the third period. 

Commissioned warrant officers of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, with credita- 
ble records on the active list, after twenty 
years of commissioned service, shall receive 
the base pay of the fourth period as estab- 
lished by section 1 of this Act and shall be 
entitled to the money allowances for subsis- 
tence and for rental of quarters as established 
by sections 5 and 6 of this Act for officers 
receiving the pay of the fourth period. 

Every person paid under the provisions of 
this section shall receive an increase of 5 per 
centum of the base pay of his period for each 
three years of service, not exceeding thirty 
years. Such service shall be: active Federal 
service in any of the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act or reserve components 
thereof; service in the Active National Guard 
of the several States, Territories, and the 
District of Columbia; and service in the Naval 
Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, and the Coast 
Guard Reserve: Provided, That commissioned 
warrant officers shall be credited only with 
all commissioned service in any of the ser- 
vices mentioned in the title of this Act in- 
cluding commissioned service in the reserve 
components thereof and the National Guard. 

When the total pay and allowances author- 
ized by this section for any person shall ex- 
ceed the rate of $458.33 per month, the amount 
of the allowances to which such person is 
entitled shall be reduced by the amount above 
$458.33, 

Enlisted Men 

Sec. 9. The monthly base pay of enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard shall be as follows: Enlisted men 
of the first grade, $138; enlisted men Of the 
second grade, $114; enlisted men of the third 
grade, $96; enlisted men of the fourth grade, 
$78; enlisted men of the fifth grade, $66; en- 
listed men of the sixth grade, $48; enlisted 
men of the seventh grade, $42. Chief petty 
officers under acting appointment shall be 
included in the first grade at a monthly base 
pay of $126. 

For purposes of pay enlisted men of the 
Army, the Navy and Marine Corps, and the 
Coast Guard shall be distributed in the sev- 
eral pay grades by the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury respectively. 

Every enlisted man paid under the provi- 
sion of this section shall receive an increase 
of 5 per centum of the base pay of his grade 
for each three years of service up to thirty 
years. Such service shall be active Federal 
service in any of the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act or reserve components 
thereof; service in the active National Guard 
of the several States, Territories, and the 
District of Columbia; and service in the 
Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, and the 
Coast Guard Reserve, 








Sec. 10. To each enlisted man not furnished 
quarters or rations in kind there shall be 
granted, under such regulations as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe, an allowance for quar- 
ters and subsistence, the value of which shall 
depend on the conditions under which the 
duty of the man is being performed, and shall 
not exceed $5 per day: Provided, That pay- 
ments of allowances for quarters and sub- 
sistence may be made in advance to enlisted 
men under such regulations as the President 
may prescribe. These regulations shall be 
uniform for all the services mentioned in the 
title of this Act. Subsistence for pilots shall 
be paid in accordance with existing regula- 
tions, and rations for enlisted men may be 
commuted as now authorized by law. 

Each enlisted man of the first, second, or 
third grade, in the active military, naval, or 
Coast Guard service of the United States hav- 
ing a dependent as defined in section 4 of 
this Act, shall, under such regulations as the 
President may prescribe, be entitied to re- 
ceive, for any period during which public 
quarters are not provided and available for 
his dependent, the monthly allowance for 
quarters authorized by law to be granted to 
each enlisted man not furnished quarters in 
kind: Provided, That such enlisted men shall 
continue to be entitled to this allowance al- 
though receiving the allowance provided in 
the first paragraph of this section if by rea- 
son of orders of competent authority his de- 
pendent is prevented from dwelling with him. 

Enlisted men entitled to receive allowances 
for quarters or subsistence, shall continue, 
while their permanent stations remain un- 
changed, to receive such allowances while 
sick in hospital or absent from their perma- 
nent-duty stations in a pay status: Provided, 
That allowances for subsistence shall not ac- 
crue to such an enlisted man while he is in 
fact being subsisted at Government expense. 

An enlistment allowance equal! to $50, multi- 
plied by the number of years served in the 
enlistment period from which he has last been 
discharged, shall be paid to every honorably 
discharged enlisted man of the first three 
grades who reenlists within a period of three 
months from the date of his discharge, and 
an enlistment allowance of $25, multiplied by 
the number of years served in the enlistment 
period from which he has last been dis- 
charged, shall be paid to every honorably 
discharged enlisted man of the other grades 
who reenlists within a period of three months 
from the date of his discharge: Provided, 
That the provisions of this paragraph shall 
not affect the provisions of the Act approved 
18 Aug. 1941 (Public Law 215, Seventy-seventh 
Congress). 

Hereafter the President may prescribe the 
quantity and kind of clothing which shall 
be furnished annually to enlisted men of the 
Navy, the Coast Guard, the Naval Reserve, 
and the Coast Guard Reserve, and he may 
prescribe the amount of a cash allowance to 
be paid to such enlisted men in any case in 
which clothing is not so furnished to them. 

Sec. 11. The pay and allowances of what- 
ever nature and kind to be authorized for 
the enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts 
shall be fixed by the Secretary of War and 
shall not exceed or be of other classes than 
those now or which may hereafter be au- 
thorized by law for enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Army. 

The rates of pay of enlisted men of the in- 
sular force of the Navy shall be one-half the 
rates of pay prescribed for enlisted men of 
the Navy in corresponding grades. 


Travel Allowance 

Sec, 12. Officers of any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act, including Re- 
serve components thereof and the National 
Guard, while on active duty in the Federal 
service, when traveling under competent or- 
ders without troops shall receive a mileage 
allowance at the rate of 8 cents per mile, dis- 
tance to be computed by the shortest usually 
traveled route and existing laws providing 
for the issue of transportation requests to offi- 
cers of the Army traveling under competent 
orders, and for deduction to be made from 
mileage accounts when transportation is fur- 
nished by the United States, are hereby made 
applicable to all the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act, but in cases when orders 
are given for travel to be performed repeat- 
edly between two or more places in the same 
vicinity, as determined by the head of the 
executive department concerned, he may, in 
his discretion, direct that actual and neces- 
sary expenses only be allowed. Actual ex- 
penses only shall be paid for travel under 
orders in Alaska and outside the limits of 
the United States in North America, 

Unless otherwise expressly provided by 
law, no officer of the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act shall be allowed or paid 
any sum in excess of expenses actually in- 
curred for subsistence while traveling on 
duty away from his designated post of duty, 
nor any sum for such expenses actually in- 
curred in excess of $7 per day. The heads of 
the executive departments concerned are au- 
thorized to prescribe per diem rates of allow- 
ance, not exceeding $6, in lieu of subsistence 
to officers traveling on official business and 
away from their designated posts of duty: 
Provided, That for travel by air under com- 
petent orders on duty without troops, under 





regulations to be prescribed respectively by 
the heads of the departments concerned, mem. 
bers (including officers, warrant officers, con. 
tract surgeons, enlisted men, aviation cadets, 
and members of the Nurse Corps) of the ser. 
vices mentioned in the title of this Act, ang 
of the legally constituted Reserves of said 
services while on active duty, and of the Na. 
tional Guard while in Federal service, or while 
participating in exercises, or performing du- 
ties under sections 92, 94, 97, or 99 of the 
National Defense Act, shall, in lieu of mile. 
age or other travel allowances, be allowed 
and paid their actual and necessary traveling 
expenses not to exceed $8 per day, or, in lieq 
thereof, per diem allowances at rates not to 
exceed $6 per day. 

Travel by personnel of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act, including the 
Reserve components thereof and the Nationa] 
Guard while on active duty in the Federal 
service, on commercial aircraft, domestic or 
foreign, including travel between airports and 
centers of population or posts of duty when 
incidental to travel on commercial aircraft, 
shall be allowed at public expense when an- 
thorized or approved by competent authority, 
and transportation requests for such traved 
may be issued upon such authorizations. Such 
expense shall be allowed without regard to 
comparative costs of transportation by air- 
craft with other modes of transportation. 

Individuals belonging to any of the services 
mentioned in the title of this Act, including 
the National Guard and the Reserves of such 
services, traveling under competent orders 
which entitle them to transportation or 
transportation and subsistence as distin- 
guished from mileage, who, under regula- 
tions prescribed by the head of the depart- 
ment concerned, travel by privately owned 
conveyance shall be entitled, in lieu of trans- 
portation by the shortest usually traveled 
route now authorized by law to be furnished 
in kind, to a money allowance at the rate of 
3 cents per mile for the same distance: Pre 
vided, That this provision shall not apply to 
any person entitled to traveling expenses un- 
der the Subsistence Expense Act of 1926. 

When any officer, warrant officer, or en- 
listed man above the fourth grade, having 
dependents as defined in section 4 hereof, is 
ordered to make a permanent change of sta- 
tion, the United States shall furnish trans- 
portation in kind from funds appropriated for 
the transportation of the Army, the Navy, 
the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and the Public Health 
Service to his new station for such depen- 
dents: Provided, That for persons in the 
naval service the term “permanent station” 
as used in this section shall be interpreted to 
mean a shore station or the home yard or 
home port of the vessel to which the person 
concerned may be ordered; and a duly aw 
thorized change in home yard or home port 
of such vessel shall be deemed a change of 
station: Provided further, That if the cost 
of such transportation exceeds that for trans 
portation from the old to the new station, the 
excess cost shall be paid to the United States 
by the officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man 
concerned: Provided further, That transpor- 
tation supplied the dependents of such officer, 
warrant officer, or enlisted man, to or from 
stations beyond the continental limits of the 
United States, shall not be other than by 
Government transport, if such transportation 
is available as may be determined by the head 
of the department concerned: Provid 
further, That the personne! of all the service 
mentioned in the title of this Act shall ha 
the benefit of all existing laws applying 
the Army and Marine Corps for the tran# 
portation of household effects: And provide 
further, That in lieu of transportation if 
kind authorized by this section for depen 
dents, the President may authorize the pay 
ment in money of amounts equal to sud 
commercial] transportation costs for the who 
or such part of the travel for which trans 
portation in kind is not furnished when sud 
travel shall have been completed. 

The words “permanent change of statio 
as used in this section shall include 
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change from home to first station and from 
last station to home when ordered to active 
duty other than training duty, of any officer, 
warrant officer, nurse, or enlisted man of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, including retired personnel and members 
of the reserve components thereof, in a grade 
for which the transportation of dependents 
is authorized at Government expense, and the 
change from last station to home in connec- 
tion with retirement, relief from active duty, 
or transfer to a reserve component. 

Personnel of any of the services mentioned 
in the title of this Act performing travel on 
Government-owned vessels for which no 
transportation fare is charged shall be en- 
titled only to reimbursement of actual and 
necessary expenses incurred. 

The head of the department concerned may 
determine what shall constitute a_ travel 
status and travel without troops within the 
meaning of the laws governing the payment 
of mileage or other travel expenses. 


Nurses Pay 

Sec. 18. The annual base pay of female 
nurses of the Army and Navy shall be as 
follows: During the first three years of ser- 
vice, $1,080; from the beginning of the fourth 
year of service until the completion of the 
sixth year of service, $1,260; from the begin- 
ning of the seventh year of service until the 
completion of the ninth year of service, $1,— 
#40; from the beginning of the tenth year of 
service until the completion of the twelfth 
year of service, $1,620; from the beginning 
of the thirteenth year of service, $1,800. 

Superintendents of the Nurse Corps shall 
receive pay at the rate of $2,500 a year, as- 
sistant superintendents, directors, and assis- 
tant directors at the rate of $1,500 a year, 
and chief nurses at the rate of $600 a year, 
jn addition to their base pay as nurses. 
Nurses shall be enttiled to the money allow- 
ances for subsistence and for rental of quar- 
ters as established by sections 5 and 6 of this 
Act for officers receiving the pay of the first 
period. 

The annual pay of a retired member of the 
Army Nurse Corps or the Navy Nurse Corps 
retired for other than physica] disability shall 
be 3 per centum of the total annual active 
duty pay which she is receiving at the time 
of retirement multiplied by the number of 
complete years of service rendered priecr to 
retirement, but not exceeding 75 per centum 
of such annual active-duty pay: Provided, 
That in computing the period of service for 
retired pay a fractional year of six months 
or more shall be considered a full year: Pro- 
vided further, That for the purpose of com- 
puting eligibility for retirement and retired 
pay, there shall be credited active service in 
the Army Nurse Corps and in the Navy Nurse 
Corps, active service as contract nurse prior 
to2 February 1901, and service as a Reserve 
nurse on active duty since 2 Feb. 1901. 


Nat. Gd. and Reserves 

Sec. 14. Officers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men of the Reserve forces of any of 
the services mentioned in the ttile of this 
Act, when on active duty in the service of the 
United States, shall be entitled to receive the 
same pay and allowances as are authorized 
for persons of corresponding grade and 
length of service in the Regular Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or Public Health 
Service, 

Officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
of the National Guard, when in the Federal 
service or when participating in exercises or 
performing the duties provided for by sec- 
tions 94, 97, and 99 of the National Defense 
Act, as amended, shall receive the same pay 
and allowances as are authorized for persons 
of corresponding grade and length of service 
in the Regular Army. 

Under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, officers of the National 
Guard, other than general officers, and war- 
tant officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard, shall receive compensation at the rate 
of one-thirtieth of the monthly pay author- 
ized for such persons when in the Federal 
Service, for each regular drill, period of ap- 
propriate duty, or other equivalent period of 





training, authorized by the Secretary of War, 
at which they shall have been engaged for 
the entire prescribed period of time: Pro- 
vided, That such pay shall be in addition to 
compensation for attendance at field or coast- 
defense instruction or maneuvers. General 
officers of the National Guard shall receive 
$500 a year in addition to compensation for 
attendance at field or coast-defense instruc- 
tion or maneuvers, for satisfactory perform- 
ance of their appropriate duties. In addition 
to pay herein provided, officers of the National 
Guard commanding organizations less than a 
brigade and having administrative functions 
connected therewith shall, whether or not 
such officers belong to such organizations, re- 
ceive not more than $240 a year for the faith- 
ful performance of such administrative func- 
tions under such regulations as the Secretary 
of War may prescribe: Provided, That the 
provisions of this paragraph shall not apply 
when such persons are on active duty in the 
Federal service. 


Retired Pay 

15. On and after the effective date of 
this Act, retired officers, warrant officers, 
nurses, enlisted men, and members of the 
Fleet Reserve and Fleet Marine Corps Re- 
serve shall have their retired pay, retainer 
pay, or equivalent pay, computed as now 
authorized by law on the basis of pay pro- 
vided in this Act, which pay shall include 
increases for all active duty performed since 
retirement or transfer to the Fleet Reserve or 
Fleet Marine Corps Reserve in the computa- 
tion of their longevity pay and pay periods: 
Provided, That nothing contained in this Act 
shall operate to reduce the present pay of 
officers, warrant officers, nurses, and enlisted 
men now on the retired list or drawing re- 
tainer pay, or personnel in an equivalent 
status in any of the services mentioned in the 
title of this Act. Retired officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service 
and retired warrant officers, nurses, and en- 
listed men of those services, shall, when on 
active duty, receive full pay and allowances 
of the grade or rank in which they serve on 
such active duty and, when on active duty 
sttaus, shall have the same pay and allowance 
rights while on leave of absence or sick as 
officers on the active list, and, if death oc- 
curs when on active duty status, while on 
leave of absence or sick, their dependents 
shal] not thereby be deprived of the benefits 
provided in the Act approved 17 Dec. 1919, 
as amended, and in the Act of 4 June 1920. 

In the computation of the retired pay of 
officers heretofore or hereafter. retired with 
pay at the rate of 2% or 3 per centum of the 
active-duty pay received by them at the time 
of retirement multiplied by the number of 
years of service for which entitled to credit 
in the computation of their pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total of 75 per centum 
of said active-duty pay, active duty performed 
by such retired officers subsequent to the 
date of their retirement shall be counted for 
the purpose of computing percentage rates 
and increases with respect to their retired 
pay. The increases shall be at the rate of 24% 
or 3 per centum for each year of active duty 
and a fractional year of six months or more 
shall be considered a full year in computing 
the number of years: Provided, That the in- 
creased retired pay of such retired officers 
shall in no case exceed 75 per centum of the

active-duty pay as authorized by existing 
law. 
Other Provisions 
Sec. 16. Under such regulations as the 


President may prescribe, enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
may receive additional compensation not less 
than $1 nor more than $5 per month, for spe- 
cial qualification in the use of the arm or 
arms which they may be required to use, 

Sec. 17. Cadets at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, midshipmen at the United 
States Naval Academy, and cadets at the 
Coast Guard Academy shall be entitled to 
pay at the rate of $780 per annum, and to 
allowances as now or hereafter provided by 
law for midshipmen in the Navy. 

Sec. 18. Officers, warrant officers, nurses, 
and enlisted men of any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act and members of 
the Reserve forces of such services, and the 
National Guard shall receive an increase of 
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50 per centum of their pay when by orders 
of competent authority they are required to 
participate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights, and when in consequence of such or- 
ders they do participate in regular and fre- 
quent flights as defined by such Bxecutive 
orders as have heretofore been, or may here- 
after be, promulgated by the President: Pro- 
vided, That when personnel of the National 
Guard are entitled to armory-drill pay, the 
increase of 50 per centum thereof herein pro- 
vided shall be based on the entire amount 
of such armory-drill pay to which they shall 
be entitled for a calendar month or fractional 
part thereof, and the required aerial flights 
may be made at ordered drills of an air- 
service organization, or at other times when 
so authorized by the President. Regulations 
in execution of the provisions of this para- 
graph shall be made by the President and 
shall, whenever practicable in his judgment, 
be uniform for all of the services concerned. 

Any officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard of the United States, not in flying-pay 
status, who is assigned or attached as a mem- 
ber of a parachute unit, including parachute- 
jumping schools, and for whom parachute 
jumping is an essential part of his military 
duty and who, under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy, or the Secretary of the 
Treasury, has received a rating as a para- 
chutist or is undergoing training for such a 
rating shall receive, while engaged upon duty 
designated by the head of the department 
concerned as parachute duty, additional pay 
at the rate of $100 per month in the case of 
any such officer or warrant officer, and addi- 
tional pay at the rate of $50 per month in the 
case of any such enlisted man. 

Sec. 19. No person, active or retired, of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, including the Reserve components there- 
of and the National Guard, shall suffer, by 
reason of this Act, any reduction in any pay, 
allowances, or compensation to which he was 
entitled upon the effective date of this Act. 

The Act of 10 June 1922 (42 Stat. 625), as 
amended, subsections 12 (a), (b), and (c), of 
the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 
(54 Stat. 885), and section 8 of the Service Ex 
tension Act of 1941 (Public Law 213, Seventy- 
seventh Congress, approved 18 Aug, 1941), and 
those portions of the Act of 2 Mar, 1907 (34 
Stat. 1217), and of the Act of 30 June 1941 


(Public Law 140, Seventy-seventh Congress), 
which authorize allowances for enlisted men

(Continued from First Page) 
nated Commander, U. 8S. Naval Forces 
operating in European Waters, Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox announced to- 

day. 

“Admiral Ernest J. King, Commander- 
in-Chief, United States Fleet, will ab- 
sorb the duties of Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, thus consolidating the two duties 
under one officer. 

“Admiral Stark will go to London as 
relief of Vice Adm. Robert L. Ghormley, 
who is at present senior U. 8, Naval 
Officer in Great Britain, 

“Admiral Ghormley will go to sea after 
a period of temporary duty in Washing- 
ton. 

“Before proceeding to London, Ad- 
miral Stark will take leave until late in 
March. He is expected to assume his new 
duties about 15 Apr. 

“Admiral King’s duties as Chief of 
Naval Operations will be administered 
by a staff of officers under Rear Adm. 
I’. J. Horne, USN, Admiral Horne became 
Assistant to the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions on 27 Dee. 1941. 

“Rear Adm. Russell Willson, USN, is 
Chief of Staff to the Commander-in- 
Chief, U. S. Fleet.” 

The outstanding result of the shift was 
to vest control of the fleet in a single in- 
dividual after a brief transition period 
during which it had been difficult to as- 
sort the respective authority of Admirals 
King and Stark. While heretofore Ad- 
miral King had been viewed as having 
charge of “short range naval operations 
against the enemy” and Admiral Stark 
the “long range planning operations” it 
appeared that their positions were over- 
lapping.

fleets thus carrying out pre-planned oper- 
ations. In this respect it is hoped that 
the command of the Navy might be uni- 
fied and better coordination secured. 


Even as the reorganization was an- 
nounced, officers predicted that other 


changes in the Navy Department’s or- 
ganization might be made shortly. One 
of the changes envisioned was that of 
giving greater power to the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. Admiral King himself 
qualified years ago as a naval aviator 
and is now one of the few high ranking 
officers so rated, 

At Secretary of the Navy Knox’s press 
conference this week, Admiral King de- 
clared his policy in operation of the Navy 
to be an offensive one. Admiral King said 
that he had no comment to make on the 
war except that the United States must 
take the offensive. 

“I have noticed a new book on the 
market, a book which I have not yet read, 
but its title is ‘Defense Will Not Win 
This War,’” he said. “To that title I 
subscribe. I suppose it’s trite to say that 
we need more planes, more warships, 
more guns, more everything. I think it’s 
also trite to say that we are going to do 
the best we can with what we've got.”

Congress Approves Army 
Reshuffle 


From many members of the House and 
Senate this week came approval of the 
simplification of Army organization 
through creation of three main branches, 
but at the same time there was heard an 
insistent demand that the consolidation 
of commands be carried further, that a 
single over-all command be set up to di- 
rect the movements of land, sea and air 
forces, 

Added fuel to the fire was publication 
by Collier's Weekly of an article demand- 
ing such a central authority. 

Quoting the article on the floor of the 
Senate, Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
declared, “I hope there can be some meet 
ing between the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, or a subcommittee thereof, and the 
Naval Affairs Committee, or a subcommit- 
tee thereof, for, in the kind of war in 
which we are now engaged there is a 
question not only of reorganization of 
the two main branches of our armed 
forces, namely, the Army and the Navy, 
but the necessity of bringing about some 
sort of actual and effective cooperation 
and coordination of action and command.” 

Mr. La Fotlette stressed the responsibil- 
ity of Congress in the matter, because the 
“rules, or the laws in other words, which 
we have laid down for the government of 
the armed forces of the United States are 
obsolete. 


“It would be a fatal mistake,” he con- 
tinued, “for Congress to rest upon the 
fecling that the report of the Roberts 


Commission, and the court martial of Gen- 
eral Short and Admiral Kimmel at some 
time in the distant future, will absolve 
it of responsibility.” 

Senator Clark, of Mo., introduced a bill 
to carry out the magazine’s recommenda 
tions. 

Agreeing that there should be an over 
all command, Senator Hill, of Alabama, 
called attention to the appearance be 
fore the Military Affairs Committee, of 
which he member, of Maj. Gen. 
Joseph T, MeNarney, Brig. Gen. Laurence 
S. Kuter and Col. William K. Harrison 
to explain the new organization. 

“It is my understanding,” said Mr. 
Hill, “that it is the intention of the chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, and of the members of the com 
mittee, to have meetings frequently, to 
inquire into these very matters.” 

Ile praised the reorganization “a 
very decided, a very marked step taken 
in the reorganization of the Army toward 
its modernization and streamlining.” 

Ile went further, declaring, “I favor 
an over-all staff of all three of these di- 
mensions. I think we ought to have an 
over-all staff, with an officer as chief of 
that staff—I care not whether he hap- 
pens to be an air man, or a ground man, 
or a water man-——-who will require and 
enforce proper coordination, and who will 
even go further and see that in certain 
places there shall be proper integration.” 

Concurring in the arguments was Sen- 
ator Gerry, of Rhode Island, who cited 
as an example of the need for coordina 
tion the fact that “the Navy Department

and the War Department both had au- 
thority to lay mines.” 
The two men most intimately con 


cerned with the operation of the War 
Department expressed opposing views on 
the organization. Both favored the step 
taken, but Chairman May of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, referring to 
proposals to set up a central command, 
stated that the “hoat shouldn’t be rocked 
at this time.” Of the Army reorganiza 
tion, Mr. May, after the three Army offi 
cers appeared before his committee, said, 
“I think it’s a fine set-up and I think it is | 











going to work out all right.” 

Chairman Reynolds of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, however, had 
other views on the subject. 

Of the reorganization he said, “I think 
the reorganization of the Army was a 
good step in the right direction, but we've 
a lot further to go.” 

Stating that an overall command was 
inevitable, Senator Reynolds expressed 
the opinion that a central board of 
strategy should be set up, “headed by the 
best brains of the Army and the Navy.” 

“And on the shoulders of the comman- 
der selected,” he emphasized, “should be 
full authority glory for his successes 
and responsibility for reverses. 

“Such an organization should be set up 
before the United States undertakes a 
large-scale offensive.” 

At this point Senator Reynolds dis- 
agreed with Senator Hill and La Fol- 
lette, stating that legislation was not 
necessary to effect the needed changes. 
The President, he said, could set up a 
central command by an executive order, 
and if it were later found that additional 
authority was necessary, Congress then 
could act, 

Representative Snyder, of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the Military subcom- 
mittee of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, announced that when his commit- 
tee began hearings on the 1948 War De- 
partment appropriation bill within the 
next two weeks, he would call the three 
generals before him to explain the War 
Department's new setup, 

Mr. Snyder termed the reorganization 
“a good step,” but like most of the others 
thought that eventually a central plan- 
ning agency would be necessary. Such a 
central command, he pointed out, is nee- 
esssurily slow in formation, because peo- 
ple in a democracy are reluctant to per- 
mit power to be centralized. A central 
command, Mr. Snyder declared, should 
consist of not more than three men and 


should make plans for grand strategy 
and turn them over to their field com- 
manders for execution. The field com- 
manders in turn should not debate the 


perfection of their orders, but should im- 
mediately carry them out on schedule,

Ensign Stanley Oaplan, USNR, com- 
mended by Secretary of Navy Knox, for 
taking command of a destroyer during the 
attack on Pearl Harbor, putting the ship 
to sea and carrying on for 36 hours “in a 
most outstanding manner.” At that time, 
Mnsign Caplan bad had only eight months’ 
experience at sea.

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Financial Digest 

Anxious to prevent inflation, the Presi- 
dent again made it clear this week that he 
does not approve the activities of Labor 
and the Farm Blocs to raise wages and 
prices of farm products, Organized Labor 
is against wage ceilings, but it is now 
stated that an Administration bill is being 
drafted under which “parity” will be es- 
tablished for wage earners. Several 
schemes to achieve this design are being 
considered, one to freeze the wages of all 
skilled workers at a certain date, and an- 
other to follow the lines of agricultural 
“parity,” and average wages over a period 
of years. Entering into this latter formula 
would be the cost of living as computed 
by the Department of Labor. In spite of 
presidential warnings, the House by a 
116-47 standing vote, adopted a provision 
forbidding government surplus cotton, 
corn and wheat marketing at less than 
parity figures. As this provision was in- 
serted in the Agricultural Appropriation 
bill, the President will have to veto the 
entire measure in order to prevent its en- 
actment. This method of legislation, which 
is the practice of pressure groups, has 
been denounced by Senator Vandenburg, 
of Michigan, who has asked Congress to 
pass a law permitting the President to 
veto any particular item in an appropria- 
tion bill. The chances are the Vandenburg 
pruposal will not be adopted. 

When the House was debating the bill 
raising the Public Debt from 65 to 125 
billion dollars, some of the members 
pointed to the statement of the Secretary 
of the Treasury that he would have to ask 
Congress to increase the limit next year. 
It was predicted the new height the Debt 
would reach would be $165 billions, and 
there were some members who believe 
that before the war ends, it would be over 
$200 billions. With the interest charges 
that would be paid, it was pointed out 
that a Debt of $125 billions would mean 
the disbursement by the Treasury of $250 
billions and more by the time discharged. 
Secretary Morgenthau had informed the 
House Ways and Means Committee that 
by the last of this month the borrowing 
power of the Treasury will be so reduced 
that he will not have sufficient authority 
to finance the obligations to be imposed 
upon him for operations during the month 
of April. How to reduce the amount of 
money which will have to be borrowed, 
was a question that received a great deal 
of attention during the debate, Chairman 
Doughton said the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has proposed additional taxes which 
would raise $9 billions. These included 
$2 billions estimated for increased Social 
Security taxes. The latter taxes, the Sec- 
retary does not now recommend for con- 
sideration at this time, so the Ways and 
Means Committee will draft a bill for $7 
billions. Mr, Doughton and other mem- 
bers stress the fact that there must be 
servings in non-defense expenditures. 
These expenditures for the fiscal year 
1942 are estimated at $6.5 billions. It is 
apparent there is a growing sentiment not 
only in the House but in the Senate sharp- 
ly to reduce and eliminate non-defense 
activities, 

The War Production Board is asking 
the President to create a special Man 
Power Board to have sole charge of the 
enormous labor training, supply and pri- 
orities problems of the war. This proposal 
has created friction between Secretary of 
Labor Perkins, WPB Labor member Hill- 
man and Federal Security Administrator 
McNutt. Each thinks he should be respon- 
sible for the execution of the program. 
To ease the gasoline shortage in the East, 
caused by sinkings or diversion of tank- 
ers, the East Pretroleum Industry has 
recommended immediate curtailment by 
25 per cent in gasoline deliveries to the 
Atlantic seaboard, Oil coordinator Ickes 
is considering the recommendation, It is 
expected that shortly gasoline rationing 
will be inaugurated, 





“Sea Otter” Hearings 
Disclosure by Senator Gillette, of Iowa, 
early this week that a Naval Affairs sub- 
committee was considering testimony re- 
garding the “Sea Otter” cargo ship, was 





followed by a suggestion from President 
Roosevelt that the design of the vessel 
be modified if possible to allow the pro- 
peller screws to be operated through the 
stern instead of through the bottom of 
the ship. 

The original design of the vessel, which 
Secretary of the Navy Knox told a recent 
press conference had failed in ocean tests, 
called for a 6-foot propeller sunk into the 
water amidships. This had interefered 
with navigation of shallow bays and riv- 
ers and had thus reduced the value of 
the ship, making it impracticable for 
coastwise use, after its failure as a trans- 
oceanic vessel had been accepted. 

The Senate group, as yet unconvinced 
that the vessel is a total failure, is press- 
ing an investigation to determine what 
types of tests it received. The group met 
this week in executive session and is ex- 
pected to continue investigations until it 
is satisfied that the “Sea Otter” is either 
a failure or else may be utilized some- 
where in the nation’s shipping program. 





Army Warrant Officers 

Taking cognizance of the fact that some 
applicants for appointment as warrant of- 
ficer (junior grade) who took preliminary 
examinations failed to receive notice of 
the advancement of the date for the final 
examination from 17 and 18 March to 3 
and 4 March, and so failed to take the 
final tests, the War Department stated 
this week that deserving cases might be 
permitted to take the final examination 
nevertheless. 

Those who failed to take the final ex- 
amination should apply to The Adjutant 
General through channels for permission 
to qualify, and if their cases justify spe- 
cial consideration, an opportunity to take 
the tests may be afforded. 

Passing grades for the examinations 
have not yet been set, After the reviewing 
board has gone over the papers, a grade 
will be set which seems to be adequate 
under the circumstances. Accordingly, it 
is possible that different passing grades 
may be set for the professional and edu- 
cational portions of the tests. 

In response to a number of inquiries 
from men who took the examinations on 
$3 and 4 March, asking what their stand- 
ings will be, in view of the second ex- 
amination scheduled for sometime in May, 
the War Department made it clear that 
they will not compete at all with the 
second group of eligibles, 

Every person who passed the first ex- 
amination and is qualified for appoint- 
ment will be given a permanent or tem- 
porary appointment as warrant officer 
(jg), so that by the time the second group 
of eligibles is created, all of the first 
group of eligibles will have been ap- 
pointed.

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Merchant Marine 

Disclosure that the Maritime Commis- 
sion is now considering provisions for 
the scuttling of merchant ships to pre- 
vent valuable cargoes from falling into 
the hands of the enemy was made last 
week by Rear Adm. Howard L, Vickery, 
USN, Vice Chairman of the Maritime 
Commission in an address delivered at 
New York City. 

Admiral Vickery said, “This cannot be 
accomplished by the crews without incur- 
ring personal risks; hence, we are delib- 
erately planning for unavoidable danger 
to a few in order to promote the safety 
of the many. In this and in all our war- 
time operations,” he interjected, “our 
merchant sailors are acting in the best 
traditions of our Country and of the sea.” 

In opening his remarks, the Maritime 
Vice Chairman said, “Ships are the key to 
the successful prosecution of the war. 
While we may build airplanes, tanks and 
other necessary weapons of war in pro- 
fusion, and while we may train millions 
of soldiers,” Admiral Vickery said, “it 
is essential, unless we are willing that the 
war be fought on our soil, that ships in 
greater and greater numbers be made 
available at the earliest possible moment, 
to transport arms and troops to the dis- 
tant theaters of hostilities.” 

Stresses Training 

Where Admiral Vickery spoke of ships 
last week, Commissioner Thoms M. Wood- 
ward, of the Maritime Commission, de- 
voted the greater portion of an address 
delivered late last week before a meeting 
of alumni and students of Haverford 
College, Haverford, Pa., to the training 
of men to man these vessels. 

Declaring that “the 8,000,000 tons of 
new merchant shipping which American 
yards are asked to furnish this year will 
require over 20,000 unlicensed seamen,” 
Commissioner Woodward said. “To fur- 
nish these, the capacity of the apprentice 
seamen’s training schools at Hoffman 
Island, N. Y.; St. Petersburg, Fla., and 
at Port Hueneme, Calif., has been en- 
larged, and from these schools this year 
it is hoped to obtain 19,000 new men who 
have had six months of intensive train- 
ing, qualifying them for positions as able 
seamen and members of the engine de- 
partment.” 

He said, “At New London, Conn., and 
at Alameda, Calif., the schools for ex- 
perienced seamen who wish to become of- 
ficers have also been enlarged and this 
year should furnish 3,500 new third mates 
and third assistant engineers.” 

Turning to the training of men with 
no sea experience whatsoever, Commis- 
sioner Woodward pointed out that “the 
cadet system, working in conjunction with 
the four State nautical schools of Me., 
Mass., N. Y., and Calif., which are now 
under Federal supervision, is being great- 
ly expanded, and it is expected to have 
3,000 men in training in about eight 
months.” 

Vessel Chartered 

The SS Wilhelmina, a Dutch ship which 
escaped Japanese controlled waters at 
the outbreak of war and reached Alaska 
after 22 days at sea, has been chartered 
by the Maritime Commission, the Navy 
Department has announced, 

The Wilhelmina, under charter to one 
Japanese company and subchartered to 
another Japanese company, was en route 
from a north Japanese port to Yoko- 
hama with a cargo of about 4,000 tons of 
coal when the vessel’s radio operator— 
a Russian—picked up a message that 
Japan had gone to war. Delivery of the 
message to the captain was followed by 
a decision to make a run to get out of 
Japanese control. Two Japanese agents 
aboard were immediately placed under 
confinement. 


It was subsequently discovered that 
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one of the Japanese, a radio operator, had 
adjusted the set to prevent the reception 
of messages from other than Japanese 
sources, but the Russian operator made 
make-shift repairs so stations in the 
Dutch East Indies could be heard. The 
vessel then headed for Dutch Harbor, 
Alaska, arriving safely in spite of the 
fact that the ship’s captain had only a 
British Admiralty chart catalogue to aid 
him.

RCA Acetivities In 1941 
Stating that the use of radio in this 
war is the “nerve system, the ear and the 
voice that enable the units of modern 
warfare to move intelligently and quick. 
ly,” the Radio Corporation of America 
in its annual report summarizes the im- 
portant developments and activities of 
the company during 1941, in a sub-section 

entitled “Radio in the War.” 

That radio is essential to the modem 
army is emphasized by the report which 
says, “Sky armadas are guided by radio 
and may fly blind on invisible beams, 
Fleets are maneuvered by radio. The 
modern army travels on wheels, gasoline 
and oil, but it is directed by radio. There 
is little time in lightning warfare to string 
wires or erect poles. That has multiplied 
radio’s responsibility. The mobile radio 
station has become of great importance, 
. . . Radio recognizes no frontiers or bat- 
tle areas. It leaps them all to deliver its 
message and news.” 

In a reveiw of its activities during the 
year which saw war come to the nation, 
the RCA notes that the following impor- 
tant developments occurred: creation of 
a single division to coordinate all com- 
pany research, the RCA Laboratories, 
with ground breaking on 8 Aug. for the 
new Laboratories building at Princeton, 
N. J., designed to become the foremost 
center of radio and electronic researc 
in the world; development of the electron 
microscope, so important that it is being 
installed at the present only where it will 
help the war effort; development of the 
Alert Receiver, which will give special 
signals to civilian defense officials and 
workers, or summon them to the loud 
speaker to hear important announce 
ments; licensing 140 manufacturers to 
use RCA inventions and patents. 

Other developments included: a great 
acceleration in production; launching of 
the “Beat the Promise” campaign ; award 
of the Navy “EI” pennant for outstanding 
production; broadcasting of news and 
special war events; operation of listen 
ing posts on the East and West coasts; 
assistance to the government in broad 
casting to foreign nations; direct com 
munication established with an RCA sta 
tion on the Philippine island of Cebu; & 
tablishment of the first radiotelegraph 
circuit between the United States and 
Australia; transmission of radio picture 
from Moscow, Russia, a distance of 4,61) 
miles; expansion of facilities for supply 
ing specialized equipment in the marine 
field. 

Thus the report concludes, “Twenty-twé 
years ago Radio Corporation of Ameria 
wus born out of the needs and experient 
of the first World War. As a result of 
these years of effort and progress—in re 
search, engineering, manufacturing, com 
munications, and broadcasting—this com 
pany is prepared to meet the exacting de 
mands of the present war for radio de 
vices and services of all kinds.”

ROM the keen, analytical mind of an 

American business man who wrote on 
3 Oct., 1940, after meeting General Doug- 
las MacArthur in the Philippines that 
“MacArthur has an eagle-like quality of 
greatness; I hope that, if we are involved 
in war, he will be given an opportunity 
to use his great talents and ability. I 
believe that he would be equal to an emer 
gency and could win a place in history,” 
has come Over and Above Our Pacific, a 
book which the events of 7 Dec. have 
made intensely interesting. 

Charles McKew Parr, who in his youth 
wus forced to leave the United States 
Military Academy because of a physical 
ailment, composes his timely book from 
the text of letters written to his sons, 
Cap and Al, while he was travelling by 
air from New York to Hongkong in the 
latter part of 1940. 

The reader of Over and Above Our 
Pacific’ must surely feel that he is a 
fourth member of the Parr family as he 
reads the intimate and reflective letters 
of the author to his sons. And in the con 
tents of these letters, there is to be found 
much intrinsic information which will 
supplement the daily newspaper presen 
tation of the Pacific situation. 

Wherever he stopped, and yes even 
While he flew above the placid waters of 
the Pacific, Mr. Parr noted well the spirit 
of the life about him. His discussions of 
political, economical, and social condi 
tions as they existed just prior to the 
wir at Midway Island, Wake Island, 
Guam, Hawaii, the Philippines, and 
Hongkong, are indeed worthwhile read 
ing at any time, but especially so in the 
light of present military events.

Army 20-Year Retirement Law 

Two decisions of great importance to 
Army enlisted men retiring after 20 years’ 
service for physical disability were 
handed down by the Comptroller General 
this week, 

The Comptroller General held that sec- 
tion 3 of the act of 30 June 1941, which 
states that a man placed on the retired 
list under provisions of the act “shall 
receive 75 per centum of the average pay 
he was receiving for six months prior to 
his retirement” plus allowances, meant 
that every dollar of pay the man received 
during that period was to be added to 
gether divided by six, and three-fourths 
of the remainder was to be the monthly 
retired pay. 

He ordered additional pay for lrivate 
William Il. Goodhart, who was private Ist 
class until 15 July, 1941, and private from 
16 July to 30 Sepi., and who was retired 
on private’s pay without account being 
made of the additional money he made 
as private first class, specialist sixth class, 
during three months and 15 days of his 
‘ast six months, 

Similar extra compensation was. or- 
dered for Private Herbert Lake, Tech, 
Set. Leonard Bristow and Pvt, Ist Class, 
Spec, Ist Class John FL Reeve, whose sta- 
tus had changed during their last six 
months of service, 

The Comptroller's second devision con 
cerned Pyt, Ist Class, Spec. 6th Class Wil 
liam Gilliland, who was out of the service 
from 25 Dee, 1940, to 2 May 41, “In the 
cause of Gilliland,” it was stated, “om the 
assumption the man was able-bodied on 
his enlistment 3 May 10941, the st. tute in 
such reasonably contemplated com 
putation based upon his active service 
pay in the Army for six months prior to 
his retirement, and not the six calendar 
months immediately preceding his retire 
ment, which would, in this case, exclude 
any pay for one month and two days, thus 
reducing the average.” 
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Sign Missing Persons’ Bill 

The President tis week approved H, 
Rt. 6446, the missing persons’ bill, which 
provides for continuing pay of prisoners 
of war and missing persons, insures pro 
tection for their dependents, and grants 
au substantial pay bonus for officers, 
nurses, warrant officers and enlisted men 
serving at sea or in war zones, 

The pay bonus provision approved by 
the President provides, “Hereafter the 
base pay of any enlisted man, warrant 
oflicer, or nurse (female) in the military 
or naval forces of the United States shall 
he increased by 20 per centum and the 
base pay of any commissioned officer in 
such forces shall be increased hy 10 per 
centum for any period of service while 
on sea duty, or duty in any place beyond 
the continental limits of the United States 
or in Alaska, which increases in pay shall 
in addition to pay and allowance as 
now authorized.” 

The bonus is effective as of 7 Dee. 1941
